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ACT OF INCORPORATION. 


Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist 

Churches in the State of Connecticut and Vicinity — Passed 

May, 1824. 

Resolved by this Assembly : — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, 
Augustus Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, 
Roswell Burrows, Oliver Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, Clau- 
dius L. Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. H. Manning, and Wm. Quiner, 
and their associates, be, and they are hereby made and constituted a 
body politic and corporate, by the name of the Ge 7 ieral Convention of 
the Baptist Chiirches of Connecticut and Vicinity^ and by that name 
they and their successors shall and may have perpetual succession; shall 
be capable of suing and being sued, plead and being impleaded, in all 
suits of what nature soever, may have a common seal, and the same 
alter or change at pleasure; and may also have, purchase, receive, hold, 
and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of 
which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. Provided that said in- 
come, whatever may be the amount thereof, be annually expended and 
appropriated to the purposes designated in said petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such 
other officers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient ; may 
make by-laws respecting the number, qualifications, and duties of their 
officers and members, prescribe the mode of election, and admission of 
members, the time, place, and manner of holding their meetings; the 
number necessary to form a quorum, and all other by-laws and regula- 
tions the said Convention may deem necessary for the government and 
due regulation of its concerns, to promote and secure the essential ob- 
jects of said Convention as expressed in their constitution, not repug- 
nant to the laws of this State or of the United States. 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the Baptist 
Meeting House in the city of Middletown, in the county of Middlesex, on 
the second Wednesday of June, A. U. 1824, at nine o’clock in the forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, 
amended, or repealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That said corporation be hereafter 
called and known by the name of ''■The Connecticut Baptist Con- 
vention." 

Resolve in Alteration, Passed June 15, 1899. 

Resolved by this Assembly : — That the corporation known by the 
name of The Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the 
General Assembly of this s^’ate. May session, 1824, may hereafter have, 
purchase, receive, hold, and convey estate, real, personal, or mixed, the 
annual income of which shall not exceed twentv.-five thousand dollars. 
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Resolve in Alteration, Passed April 2, 1909. 

Resolved by this Assembly : — That the resolution incorporating 
The Connecticut Baptist Convention be and it hereby is amended by 
adding at the end thereof the following: “Said Convention may accept 
and hold, absolutely or as trustee, such funds as may be given, devised, 
or bequeathed to it, to be held by it in such manner or way as may be 
directed by the instrument making such gift, devise, or bequest, when 
such funds, or the income therefrom, or reversion thereof shall be 
for the benefit of said Convention or individuals or churches affiliated 
therewith.” 
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CONSTITUTION OF CONVENTION. 


Article I. The name of this body shall be The Connecticut Bap- 
tist Convention. 

Article II. The object of this Convention shall be to promote the 
preaching of the Gospel, and the organization and maintenance of Bap- 
tist Churches and Sunday-schools in the State of Connecticut. 

Article III. This Convention shall consist of delegates from the 
Baptist Churches in Connecticut, of the same faith and order as the pres- 
ent associated Baptist Churches. Each of such churches as shall have 
contributed to the funds of the Convention during the year last preced- 
ing the annual meeting, may be represented by its pastor and one dele- 
gate for every one hundred and fraction of one hundred resident mem- 
bers, provided that no church shall be entitled to more than five delegates 
besides its pastor. Every church having one or more schools connected 
therewith may elect and send an additional delegate to represent each 
such school. 

Article IV. The officers of the Convention shall be a President, 
two Vice-Presidents, Secretary, Treasurer, and Auditor; all of whom 
shall be elected annually by ballot, and whose duties shall be specified 
in by-laws adopted by the Convention. 

Article V. There shall be a Board of Trustees, not exceeding 
thirty-nine (39) in number, one-third of whom, after the first election, 
shall be chosen annually by ballot. At the first election they shall be 
chosen in classes of one, two, and three years. At least one-third of the 
trustees shall be laymen. The Trustees, together with the officers of 
the Convention, shall constitute a Board of Management, in which shall 
be vested all the privileges and authority of the Convention when the 
Convention is not in session. The duties of the Board of Trustees shall 
be specified in by-laws adopted by the Convention. 

Article VI. The Constitution may be altered or amended by a 
two-thirds vote of all the delegates present at any annual meeting, after 
one year’s previous notice. 


BY-LAWS FOR GOVERNMENT OF THE MEETINGS OF THE 

CONVENTION. 

I. The Convention shall meet on Tuesday preceding the third 
Wednesday in October, at 10 o’clock a.m., and the morning shall be de- 
voted to the transaction of business in the following order: 

1. Calling to order. 

2. Reading of the Scriptures and Prayer. 

3. Address of the President. 

4. Calling Roll of Delegates. 
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5. Report of Trustees. 

6. Report of Treasurer. 

7. Election of Officers. 

Tuesday afternoon and evening shall be devoted to the mission work 
of the Convention. Reports shall be heard from the Superintendent of 
Missions, from the Committee on the State of the Churches, and from 
the Committee on Sunday-schools, together with addresses upon these 
interests. The annual sermon, if any be provided, shall be preached at 
such hour as Committee of Arrangements shall decide. Wednesday 
morning the Connecticut Baptist Education Society will hold its annual 
session. Wednesday afternoon shall be devoted to reports of commit- 
tees and to miscellaneous business. 

2. The President shall appoint all committees unless otherwise 
ordered. Standing committees shall be appointed as follows; (i) On 
Arrangements for Next Year. (2) On Sunday-Schools. (3) On Obitu- 
aries. (4) On New Churches. (5) On Temperance. (6) On State of 
the Churches. (7) On Home and Foreign Mission Work ; and such other 
committees as may be deemed necessary or expedient. 

3. The Committee of Arrangements shall endeavor to provide that 
the meetings of the Woman s Missionai y Societies may not be held dur- 
ing the hours the Convention is in session- The annual reports of their 
meetings may be read in open meetings of the Convention, and by the 
vote of the Convention may be spread upon the minutes. 

4. No objects other than those provided for by the Constitution 
shall be presented at the annual meeting, unless by the unanimous con- 
sent of the Convention. 

5. The proceedings of the Convention shall be regulated by the 

ordinary rules governing deliberate assemblies. 

6. The minutes shall be read and approved before the adjournment 

of the Convention, 

BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 

1. The Board of Trustees shall hold three meetings during the year; 
one immediately after the session of the Convention,^ one in the month 
of April, and one on the day preceding the next meeting of the Conven- 
tion. Other meetings may be called by the Secretary at the request of 

the President, or five members of the Board. 

2. The President of the Convention shall preside at all meetings 
of the Board; in his absence the First Vice-President shall preside , in 
the absence of President and First Vice-President, the Second Vicc^ 
President shall preside ; and in the absence of all three the Board shall 
choose a President pro tern. The Secretary shall be officio Secretary 

3. At the first meeting of the Board each year, it shall elect from 
its members an Executive Committee of fifteen (15)- including the Presi 
dent, the two Vice-Presidents, Treasurer, Secretary, and Auditor. It 
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shall also appoint a Finance Committee of three. It may appoint other 
committees if deemed expedient. 

4. At a meeting of the Board in October, the Board of Trustees 
may appoint a Superintendent of Missions, who shall have the general 
oversight of the work of the Convention under the direction of the Board 
or of its Executive Committee. The salary of the Superintendent shall 
be fixed by the Board, and his year of service shall be from the time of 
his appointment till the next subsequent meeting of the Convention. 

5. The Board may, at any of its regular meetings, appoint such 
missionary or missionaries, for evangelistic work within the state, and 
for such terms of service as it may deem expedient. 

6. The Board shall have power to provide means for raising funds 
for the Convention ; also to dispose of said funds according to the pro- 
visions of the Charter and the Constitution. 

7. The Board of Trustees, immediately after the adjournment of 
the Convention, shall, through its Secretary, send to each church and 
pastor in the state, a printed circular, setting forth the number of mis- 
sionaries appointed by the Convention, the amount of money required to 
meet the yearly expenditure, together with the approximate amount 
each church should contribute. 

8. All appropriations in aid of churches and for payment of mis- 
sionaries shall be made by the Board in accordance with the regulations 
laid down in the by-laws. 

9. The Board shall make report of all its transactions to the Con- 
vention at its annual meeting. 

The Executive Committee. 

1. The Executive Committee shall meet at least four times during 
the year in the months of October, January, April, and July, and at any 
other time at the call o£ the President and Secretary. They shall con- 
sider and report upon all applications for aid. When the Board is not 
in session its authority shall vest in the Executive Committee, but no 
contract or agreement made by the Executive Committee shall remain 
in force beyond the time of the next ensuing meeting of the Board of 
Trustees unless approved by the Board, except in such cases as have 
been referred to the Executive Committee for final action. 

2. The Executive Committee shall make full report of all its trans- 
actions to the next ensuing meeting of the Board of Trustees. 

Duties of Officers and Finance Committee. 

1. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Convention, of 
the Board of Trustees, and of the Executive Committee. 

2. The Vice-Presidents shall perform the duties of the President 
during his absence. 

3. The Treasurer shall have charge of the funds of the Convention. 
He shall be the custodian of the securities of the Convention, and shall 
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keep a careful record of all permanent, conditional, and special trust 
funds, with a brief statement of the conditions under which they 
are held and the particulars concerning their investment. He shall keep 
each class of funds separate and distinct from every other, and from the 
several funds of the Convention. He shall prepare a monthly statement 
of the condition of the treasury and submit the same to the Executive 
Committee through the Secretary. He shall execute all financial docu- 
ments, and when necessary, affix thereto the seal of the Convention un- 
less the Board of Trustees shall otherwise specifically direct. He shall 
make payments out of the treasury only upon the written order of the 
Secretary. Whenever required by the Executive Committee he shall 
give bonds to such an amount as they may direct. 

4. The Secretary shall keep a faithful record of all the meetings of 
the Convention, of the Board of Trustees, and of the Executive Com- 
mittees. The quarterly reports of the churches aided by the Convention, 
and of the missionaries employed, shall be made to the Board through 
him. and he shall prepare, for each meeting of the Board and of its Ex- 
ecutive Committee, a statement of the business which needs to be 
brought before it. He shall draw orders on the treasury only as author- 
ized by the Board of Trustees or its Executive Committee. 

5. The Auditor shall audit the accounts of the Treasurer and make 
a report thereof to the Convention once a year, and each quarter if 
required by the Board. 

6. The Finance Committee shall have charge of, and approve by 
their signature, the investment of all the trust funds of the Convention 
subject to the approval of the Executive Committee. They may require 
of the Treasurer, statements of all transactions relating to trust funds, 
and of current receipts and expenditures whenever they deem it neces- 
sary. They may authorize the temporary transfer by the Treasurer of 
the funds of the Convention from one class to another whenever they 
may deem it necessary. T hey may, with the Secretary, direct the pay- 
ment of amounts, not exceeding fifty dollars, in exigencies that cannot 
await the action of the Board of Trustees or of its Executive Committee. 
Under no circumstances shall any of the funds of the Convention be 
loaned to any officer, legal advisor, or member of the Executive Com- 
mittee, or to any corporation or business enterprise in which any of them 
is personally interested. 

Rules to Govern Appropriations. 

1. All churches assisted by the Convention shall make their quar- 
terly reports to the Board through the Secretary. All appropriations 
to churches shall be made quarterly, and no application for aid will be 
considered until the report of the church has been received. Quarterly 
reports must be sent in during the first weeks in October, January, April, 
and J uly. 

2. Appropriations will be made to churches only when such churche.s 
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have settled pastors, and when they shall have made, within the year 
preceding, contributions for at least three objects of benevolence, in- 
cluding the Domestic Mission work of the Connecticut Baptist Conven- 
tion, and when they shall have satisfied the Board that their methods of 
raising funds are systematic, and best adapted for securing the largest 
possible revenues from their local constituencies. 

3. No appropriation shall be made to any church, when in the judg- 
ment of the Executive Committee the pastor of the church is not consid- 
ered worthy of such aid. It is therefore recommended that any church, 
without a pastor, applying for aid, shall confer with the Superintendent 
of Missions, or the Executive Committee, before the choice and settle- 
ment of a pastor. 

4. No appropriation shall be recommended or be made toward the 
erection of any house of worship until the approval of the plan by the 
Executive Committee shall have been secured ; and in all cases where 
such appropriations amount to $500 or more, the church or society so 
aided shall execute to the Convention a deed of trust of the property, 
which shall be held by the Convention until such time as the Board of 
Trustees shall deem it expedient to reconvey the property. 

5. No appropriation shall be made to a church until its application 
has been approved by a Missionary Committee representing the associa- 
tion within whose territory the church is located ; said committee to be 
elected by the association, or, in case of failure to elect, appointed by 
the President. 

6. The quarterly appropriations of the Board shall not exceed one- 
fourth of the reasonably assured regular annual revenue from the churches 
and individuals and invested funds of the Convention, except upon the 
basis o£ definite pledges sufficient to cover the excess. The revenue is 
to be estimated by the average receipts of the Convention from afore- 
said sources, for the three years immediately preceding. 

The Superintendent of Missions. 

The Superintendent of Missions shall have the general oversight 
and care of the entire work of the Convention under the direction of the 
Executive Committee. He shall visit the churches aided by the Con- 
vention as frequently as may be, consistently with his other duties. He 
shall investigate any new enterprises that should be brought to the at- 
tention of the Board and report the same. He shall, as opportunity may 
offer, present the claims of the Convention before the churches and re- 
ceive subscriptions and collections for the Convention. He shall be 
present at all meetings of the Board, and of the Executive Committee, 
to counsel and advise in all their actions, but shall have no vote. He 
shall advise the churches aided by the Convention on all matters in which 
his advice is ask^d, but he shall not pledge the Convention to any pecun- 
iary aid except as authorized in each case by the Board of Trustees or 
by its Executive Committee. 
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Amendments. 

These By-Laws, except such as refer to the duties of the Treasurer 
and of the Finance Committee, may be changed or additions made 
thereto at any meeting of the Board of Trustees by a majority vote. 

Such of the By-Laws as refer to the duties of the Treasurer and of 
the Finance Committee shall be of equal binding force with the provis- 
ions of the Constitution, and can be changed only by a two-thirds vote 
of all the members present at the annual meeting of the Convention, and 
after one year’s notice. 

General Resolution. 

All resolutions, or parts of the same heretofore adopted by the Con- 
vention, Board of Trustees, or Executive Committee, which are incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this Constitution and By-Laws are hereby 
repealed. 

Churches Contributing. 

All churches sending delegates to .the Convention are bound by their 
obligations to God and their brethren to make annual contribution to its 
treasury, and none, large or small ought, in any case, to fail in this im- 
portant duty. They are requested to be very particular and exact in 
their appointment of delegates and designation of funds, and see that 
these funds are placed in the treasury, and published in the minutes of 
the Convention. 

Legacies. 

Form of a Legacy. — I also give and bequeath to The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention dollars, lands, houses, or other property, 

for the purpose of the Convention, as specified in the act of incorpora- 
tion. And I hereby direct my executor or executors to pay said sum to 
the Treasurer of said Convention, taking his receipt for it, within 
months after my decease. [If real estate is devised, describe the prem- 
ises with exactness — both lots and buildings.] 

For The Building Fund. — I give and devise to The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention lands, houses, bonds — as the case may be — 

for the Building Fund, to aid in procuring or paying for suitable Houses 
of Worship for Mission Churches. 

A similar form will answer for The Connecticut Baptist Educa- 
tion Society. Only be careful to specify the name. 
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EIGHTY-SEVENTH ANNUAL SESSION 


OF THE 

Connecticut Baptist Convention. 

Bridgeport, Conn., October i8, 1910. 

The eighty-seventh annual meeting of the Connecticut 
Baptist Convention was held in the meetinghouse of the First 
Baptist Church of Bridgeport on the above date. 

President H. M. Thompson, D.D., called the Convention 
to order at 10 a. m. 

Rev. A. H. Boutwell led the devotional services ; all joined 
in singing, “Stand Up, Stand Up for Jesus.” Rev. Wm. Swan- 
son led in prayer. After reading Acts 2 ;37-47 Rev. A. H. 
Boutwell led in prayer. 

Rev. Geo. W. Nicholson, pastor of the entertaining church, 
welcomed the Convention most cordially; 

Adr. President, Fathers, Brethren and Sisters: 

I find myself in rather of a unique position this morning, this 
being the second time I have had the privilege of greeting the State 
Convention and welcoming them to the hospitality of Bridgeport. Not 
often is this the privilege of the pastor in these days. I looked over 
the minutes of fifteen years ago, and to my surprise out of the 114 
ministers then in the State, between 20 and 25 have died and only half 
a dozen of the brethren living then are living in the State today. 
Under some circumstances I might imagine myself venerable, and yet 
I think I am younger than I was fifteen years ago. I want to con- 
gratulate you in meeting in the second largest city in the State. Some 
of us want to do as they used to do in certain churches, put a rooster 
on the highest spire and crow as we look at Hartford. 

I want to congratulate you on bringing such lovely weather. I 
congratulate you on a year of labor, toil, discipline and triumph. I 
welcome you to such as we have. We will do our best to make all as 
pleasant for you as possible, with the understanding that we are not 
limitless in our accommodations. I trust that the blessing of the Lord 
will rest upon you and upon us. We welcome you most heartily. 
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President Thompson replied as follows ; 

RESPONSE TO WELCOME. 

It gives me pleasure to respond to the hearty welcome. We felt 
it yesterday as we entered your house of worship with its doors open 
on every side. We have felt the warmth of it in the services thus far. 
It is rather unusual for a pastor in Connecticut to twice welcome the 
Convention; but it is quite as unusual for one, fifteen years after the 
first meeting of the Convention, to be present to receive the greetings 
and respond to it. Brother Nicholson and I are the only members 
of the Board who were members fifteen years ago. It is rather peculiar 
that this second city in size should give greetings to one that thought 
it was first; but we have no hard feelings towards Bridgeport; the 
aim of Hartford is not for size, but for quality, and we have the 
quality. The greater the city the greater the responsibility to all the 
interests of Christ, so Bridgeport needs, not to felicitate itself on its 
size, but to demonstrate that it has the right qualities also. There are 
some things that cause our hearts to sink; we remember Dean Way- 
land, the President at that time. Rev. P. S. Evans, D.D., the Secretary, 
and the preacher of that Convention, Rev. Dr. Herr. But young men 
of noble quality are coming forward; noble laymen are working with 
us. Changes are taking place all the time that test the fidelity, and 
may result in greater faith. I extend to this church our hearty 
appreciation of the welcome given. Let our prayers go up to the 
Master that those who have imparted so much to us may be themselves 
richly blessed. 

PRESIDENT THOMPSON’S ANNUAL ADDRESS. 
Brethren of the Convention: 

It is customary for your presiding officer to address you briefly 
at the opening session. May I express the hope that the spirit of 
prayer ma}^ prevail and that in our deliberation and plans for future 
work, we may be led of the Holy Spirit. I desire first to call your 
attention b}" way of remembrance to the work of your executives. 
They have performed their duties with painstaking care throughout 
the year. The meetings of 3"our board and of the executive com- 
mittee have been characterized by earnest and honest endeavor to trans- 
act all business in the interest of economy and progress. The prob- 
lems presented have been many, and in some instances difficult of 
solution. How shall we make small resources, financial, do the largest 
possible good? How shall we encourage and foster Baptist interests, 
our special charge, in the State? How may our churches do their 
duty toward meeting modern social conditions? These and other 
questions arise even in the performance of the routine work of fostering 
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and aiding religious interests. To give time and thought to the 
work of the Convention in these busy days spells self-sacrifice and self- 
denial. I am sure the Baptists of Connecticut are not unmindful of 
this. 

Your committee of seven has also done efficient service. From 
the day of appointment the committee of seven has been a finance com- 
mittee, in fact as well as name. Under its direction the restoration 
fund has been carefully invested. Former investments have been re- 
invested when desirable to the advantage of the Convention. Owing to 
the work of this committee, the monetary standing of the Convention 
is the best in our history. 

Our treasurer and attorney have given better than professional 
service to their departments. They have cared for the interests of this 
body as if they were their own. 

Our force in the field has been faithful. Our colporteur has been 
moving through the State, speaking to individuals or to groups as 
opportunity offered on the subject of salvation. He has also secured 
the admission of good literature into the homes. Bread is thus cast 
upon the waters. It shall return after many days. Would that we 
were able to have several men and women thus engaged. Colporteurs 
of error are going from house to house in rural communities, and 
why should not the colporteur of truth be as zealous as they? Our 
evangelist also has been fully occupied in co-operating with pastors 
and people in the work of winning souls to Christ. You, of the 
entire state, have made this labor possible. 

Our superintendent of missions has won the hearts of the people. 
His duties have been many and varied, often trying, but he keeps on 
hoping, praying, smiling. He believes it is good to live and to labor 
now, but it is going to be better farther on. He expects yet to see 
the goodness of the Lord in the land of the living. And because he 
expects good to Israel he leads many to believe that it is coming. As 
a Convention we are happy in having a field force which, though small, 
is working harmoniously and in full sympathy with the purposes of 
the Convention. 

I desire to lay special emphasis upon our relation to city evangel- 
ization. We are gathered today in a populous city, cosmopolitan in 
character, which presents all the conditions of a modern New England 
city. The question forces itself upon us: Are we doing our best to 
give the Gospel to our cities? 

You know my opinion regarding the work in rural communities. 
We cannot fail there. We must not allow our country to become 
pagan. But there is little hope that we can multiply churches in rural 
sections. Our large work is henceforth to be in the city. We must 
share with others the responsibility of this work of giving the Gospel 
to people of a strange tongue and of getting a hearing for the Gospel 
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in an age that is absorbed in intense commercial activities and much 
inclined to materialism. The task is vast. Are we sufficient for these 
things? And what are our resources? We have money. I suppose 
we are safe in saying that more than a million of dollars is invested 
in church property within our cities. An average of one hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars yearly are spent in the maintenance of our 
Baptist churches. And we men and women enough seemingly for 
any undertaking. And our work was never so thoroughly organized as 
in present times. Is anything lacking? You say to me, you have 
alluded to the machinery, but you have said nothing about the 
power. I say it reverently, — ^there is power enough. He who hath 
all power in heaven and earth is the recognized head of the church. 
Then are we not equal to the task, enormous as it is, of city evangeliza- 
tion? We are, provided. Provided what? That the machinery be 
belted to the power. My exhortation to you therefore isj and I take 
it to heart, let us pray more, for he who prays most works best. And 
may the doors of our meetinghouse swing inward to a people seeking 
inspiration and nearness to God, and then swing outward to a life of 
purity, witnessing, serving. 

“We kneel, how weak! we rise, how full of power! 

Why, therefore, should we do ourselves this wrong. 

Or others, that we are not always strong. 

That we are ever overborne with care. 

That we should ever weak or heartless be. 

Anxious or troubled, when with us is prayer. 

And joy and strength and courage are with thee?” 

Rev. A. B. Coats presented the printed program, which 
was adopted.

Trustees. 
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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 

To the Connecticut Baptist Convention. 

Dear Brethren : — Fifteen years ago the Convention met in this city 
and in this church. The Board of Trustees then had thirty-three 
members, ten of whom are members of the present board. Among 
them were President Thompson and the Rev. Geo. W. Nicholson, 
the pastor of this church. There were at that time within the 
boundaries of the State 140 Baptist churches with 114 pastors and 
24,386 members. The home expenses for that year were $240,629.91, 
and the benevolent contributions amounted to $54,306.37. The offer- 
ings for the work of the Convention aggregated $3,142.42, with receipts 
from all sources of $7,406. A deficiency of $675 was reported and 
a total indebtedness of $2,200. Thirty churches had been aided during 
the year and a French missionary and five Swedish missionaries had 
been employed. The report of the board urged among the first needs 
of the Convention a missionary to work among the Italians, “who are,” 
the report goes on to say, “more ready to give a hearing to evangelical 
Protestants than any other Roman Catholic people.” The Convention 
had at that time a permanent fund of $8,370 and a trust fund of 
$14,900. 

Some comparative figures may be of interest. The 140 churches 
of fifteen years ago have become 153. The 114 pastors have increased 
to 1 18 and the membership has grown from 24,386 to 26,413. Home 
expenses have increased $17,848 and the benevolent contributions 
$346.05. 

This year the churches have contributed to the work of the Con- 
vention about $6,000 and from other sources $4,503.92 has come into 
the treasury. The most important advance in the fifteen years has 
been in the permanent and trust funds. The permanent fund of $8,370 
has grown to $67,548.67, and the trust fund from $14,900 to $35>445 j 
which latter sum will be doubled in a few months if the courts sustain 
the will of the late Josiah Hull of Cheshire. There are also now in the 
hands of the Convention other trust funds amounting to $25,231.46, 
the income from which is to go to certain individuals during life and 
to the Convention work. The whole amount of funds thus 
under our administration is $128,225.13. 

Changes in the Board. 

Following close upon the meeting of the Convention in Mystic 
last year came the sad tidings of the death while abroad of Mr. Pierce 
N. Welch of New Haven, the first Vice-President of the board. 
The esteem in which this brother was held is well expressed in the 
following resolution adopted at the regular meeting of the executive 
committee held January 17, iQio; “Resolved, That we, the Board of 
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Trustees of the Connecticut Baptist Convention, hereby record the high 
esteem in which we held the? noble, devoted, Christian character of our 
beloved brother, our sense of his unfailing helpfulness in the work of 
the Baptist denomination, and our appreciation of the value of his 
services in the cause of Christian missions as carried on by the Baptists 
of the State of Connecticut, in which his generous interest was con- 
stantly manifest.” 

Two other members of the board have resigned during the year, 
the Rev. D. D. Munro of New Haven and the Rev. W. A. Spinney 
of Wallingford. Both of these brethren were faithful in attendance on 
the meetings of the board and will be missed from our councils. 

Legacies. 

The sum of four hundred dollars has been received from the estate 
of the late Miss Jane L. Morehouse of Bridgeport and a further sum 
of $657.66 from the estate of Gilbert Stevens of Deep River. Notice 
has also been given that the late Mrs. P. M. Peckham of Moosup 
has left in trust to the Convention the sum of four thousand dollars, 
the income to go to certain individuals during their life and afterward 
to be equally divided between the Plainfield Union Baptist Church 
of Moosup and the Convention. Mention has already been made of 
the will of the late Josiah Hull of Cheshire, who has left in trust to 
the Convention his entire estate, which has an appraisal value of 
$33j5oo, the income to be used in sustaining worship according to 
Baptist usages in the Cheshire Baptist Church. The heirs are con- 
testing the will, but there seems to be but little doubt that the courts 
will sustain the will. 


The Year in Review. 

Changes have marked the year. Fifteen pastors have resigned 
to leave the State and eleven have resigned without charge. One has 
died. To take the places of these eleven pastors have come into the 
State, three have been ordained and four have accepted charges in the 
State, making a total of eighteen over against twenty-seven whom we 
have lost, making a net loss of nine. Delay in receiving the statistics of the 
churches makes it impossible to say with exactness what the additions 
to the churches by baptism number for the past year, but they will 
not exceed 660 against 780 the year before, and 1,187 in 1908-9. One 
fact is becoming ever more painfully apparent and that is that many 
of our churches are slowly dying out. In the smaller churches the 
decline in membership is constant from year to year. In some of our 
larger churches the additions to the membership only barely equal 
the dismissals. This is, no doubt, in part owing to a closer scrutiny 
of the membership list and a resolute cutting off of the unfaithful and 
unworthy. We ought, however, seriously to question why the acces- 
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sions are so few and then set ourselves to work with vigor to deivse 
remedies before it is too late. Most of the churches are warm and 
helpful friends of the Convention and make honest effort to raise the 
apportionment. 

The Secretary is received with cordiality wherever he goes to pre- 
sent the cause and the expressions of regard and confidence in the 
officials of the Convention are most gratifying. 

The Convention Forces. 

State Evangelist Flanders continues his work with good success. 
Fie has held special services during the year with fourteen churches 
which report an aggregate of one hundred and fifty baptisms for the 
year. 

Colporteur Newton has been actively engaged in his peculiar work 
and his genial characteristics and earnest efforts win praises from all 
who meet him. Statistics can only in part reveal the results of his 
labors. These figures will tell something of his activities. He has 
traveled with the wagon during the year 1,338 miles, and 1,645 miles 
by rail. He has visited 1,165 families and preached 178 sermons. He 
has sold and given away 506 copies of the Scriptures and 1,435 pages 
of tracts. Forty-two persons have confessed Christ through his ef- 
forts. 

The superintendent of missions has traveled nearly twelve thousand 
miles in the prosecution of his work. He has preached 144 sermons 
and attended 48 conferences where he made addresses. He has writ- 
ten about 1,200 letters and attended to the usual office work. 

Twenty-six missionary pastors have served a whole or a part of 
the time, during which they have preached 2,693 sermons, made 5,814 
calls. On these fields 81 persons have been baptized over against 50 
baptized last year and 70 the year before. Eight missionaries to 
foreign-speaking people have occupied ten fields and report fifteen 
baptisms. 

Reports from the Field. 

Ashford Association . — The Rev. E. Hatfield resigned at Andover 
in the early part of the Convention year and the Rev. F. H. Cooper, 
formerly missionary pastor at Canton, is now on the field and slowly 
getting the work in hand. Eastford and Westford still prosper under 
the faithful care of Pastor Goodsell. Evangelist Flanders held meet- 
ings with the Eastford church during the year and seven have been 
baptized. The Westford church has come into the possession of a 
legacy of $2,000, which will do much toward solving the financial prob- 
lem there. 

The union of the Baptist and Free Baptist churches of East 
Killingly is still delayed, but will doubtless some day be consummated. 
In the meanwhile affairs at the Baptist church are in a most flourish- 
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ing condition^ The Rev. Edward M. Rollins has recently been settled 
as pastor and is guiding affairs with discretion. A Sunday school has 
been started and a good prayer meeting is being sustained. The church 
has purchased a convenient parsonage and several acres of land with 
the money left it for that purpose by Miss Almira Westcott, who 
did so much for the interest there. No special change is noted at 
South Woodstock. Pastor Curtis is still on the field. 

Fairfield Association . — Some changes among the Swedish churches 
in Bridgeport have left the Bethel church pastorless, the Rev. J. O. 
Hammarberg, their former pastor, having accepted a call to the First 
Swedish church. The German church in Bridgeport is prospering 
under the wise guidance of Pastor Ritzman. The old differences have 
been forgotten and all is moving harmoniously. They have still a 
financial problem to solve, but are full of courage. Pastor Bickford is 
completing his tenth year of service at White Hills. Evangelist 
Flanders has just concluded a series of meetings with this church 
and three or four have been baptized. Under the guidance of Mr. 
Pdanders a convenient baptistery has been put in. 

Hartford Association . — The work still goes forward promisingly 
at Bantam, but the brethren there feel the need of a settled pastor. 
This is a good opportunity for the right man. At Bloomfield the Rev. 
J. B. Connell and the Rev. E. M. Bartlett at Canton are prospering 
in their work. The brethren at Canton are especially happy in the 
care of Mr. Bartlett and look forward with hope of some day becom- 
ing self-sustaining. The fields at North and South Colebrook and at 
East Cornwall and Cornwall Plollow, all remote from lines of com- 
munication, still present most serious problems. The departure of 
Rev. J. C. Gavin to his new pastorate in Vermont leaves the Cole- 
brook churches pastorless. The Rev. B. F. Nye is on the Cornwall 
Hollow field, doing what he can to bring new life and hope, but the 
outlook is not promising. The Swedish churches of Hartford and 
New Britain are in excellent condition and have able pastors. The 
Rev. P. S. Collins at Tariffville and the Rev. C. L. Buckingham at 
Plainville are doing the best they can under some discouraging cir- 
cumstances to cultivate the fields and prepare for future harvests. 
Torrington is still happy in the leadership of Pastor Foye and advance 
is noted from year to year. Special interest attaches to this field 
as one of the points where the work for the Hungarians is assuming 
large proportions. West Hartford still advances in all that goes to 
make up a vigorous church life, under the leadership of Mr. Tunison. 
He has still one year of study in the Hartford Seminary and then 
expects to devote his whole time to the field. The church occupies 
a strategic position and will prove to have amply repaid all the time 
and expense laid out upon it. 
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New Haven Association . — There are four aided churches in this 
association, two Swedish churches and the churches at Union City 
and Cheshire. Pastor Wieden of the New Haven Swedish church 
has recently been bereaved in the death of his excellent wife. At 
Naugatuck Mr. Crowley continues as student supply. The situation 
here is complicated by a change in the population surrounding the 
church from one distinctively American and Christian to one as 
distinctively Jewish. The church at Cheshire awaits with anxiety the 
outcome of the contest over the will of Mr. Hull. If the will is 
sustained one of our smaller churches at least will not lack for funds. 
The problem will be, on the other hand, to so administer the fund as 
not to pauperize the membership. The church has a neat house of 
worship, built and given to them by the same Josiah Hull, who has left 
them this large sum to sustain worship there. 

New London and Stonington Union Associations . — These two 
associations present practically the same features of work. There are 
a few strong churches and a number that are small and weak. Outside 
of the two cities of New London and Norwich the churches are nearly 
all declining in membership and quite a number of them are pastorless 
the most of the time. The retirement from the pastorate on account 
of illness of the Rev. R. E. Turner, for eighteen years pastor at 
Lebanon and Fitchville, leaves in the very heart of the New London 
association a large extent of country without a Baptist pastor. In this 
tract are situated the churches at Lebanon, Fitchville, Scott Hill, Salem, 
Chesterfield and Lake’s Pond. In all these fields are hopeful indications. 
The church at Chesterfield has been renovated this Summer at an ex- 
pense of several hundred dollars. The right men on these fields would 
do good work. 

The Rev. Henry E. Anderson, recently ordained at Sterling Hill, 
is doing good service there. The Second North Stonington church, 
for a good while without a pastor, recently called the Rev. William 
Quayk, who has moved onto the field and already an extensive work 
of grace has begun under his ministry. Seven have been baptized and 
all departments have taken on new life. The Montauk Avenue church 
in New London calls for our sympathy and our aid. The crisis there 
is acute. Unless immediate steps are taken to relieve the financial 
situation the property will be lost to the denomination. The church 
makes a strong appeal for aid in this time of serious need. The pastor, 
the Rev. H. F. Adams, M.A., has taken hold with a strong hand and 
seems quite likely, if a chance be given him, to solve some of the 
difficult problems of the work. But the church cannot cope with the 
financial situation alone. We have been aiding them to the extent of 
$225 a year, which with the income received from the dwelling house on 
the property is sufficient to pay the interest on the mortgages. 
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The Work Among the Foreign-Speaking Peoples. 

The French work is still carried on by the Rev. B. F. Benoit. He 
is faithful in his labors and is surely winning his way into the hearts 
of the people and we have reason to hope many of them will yet be 
won into the Kingdom of Christ. 

The missions for the Italians at New Haven, Waterbury and 
Hartford still go prosperously forward under the direction of the same 
able missionaries as in the past. The active interest of the American 
churches in these places is a large factor in making the work success- 
ful. At Meriden, too, the promise is very good. Both of our churches 
in that city have shown an unfailing interest in the cause and large 
results may be expected to ensue. A young Italian brother, Rolando 
Giuffrida, is now in charge of the work and promises to become a 
valued worker. The New London work shows no advance over last 
year. Some change in the working force will no doubt be found 
necessary in the near future. Local interest in the mission is being 
felt in larger measure and we may hope for a better state of things 
before long. At Stamford, so far as we can see,, the work has been a 
failure and it will be doubtless wise to close our efforts there, at least 
for a season. The services of Rev. Alfred Barone have been dis- 
continued. A company of colored Methodists have wanted to buy 
the chapel there, but a request has come from certain brethren in the 
First church for the use of the building for mission work and it is 
probable that disposition will be made of it at least for the present. 

In this connection may be noted the entirely voluntary appeal of a 
number of Italians in Bridgeport that a mission be started among 
them in the eastern part of the city. This section is remote from that 
now occupied by the Congregationalists. It is in the vicinity of the 
German Baptist church and the brethren there have kindly offered 
their house for the use of the mission. It may also be said that the 
South Norwalk Italian work carried on in connection with that of 
Stamford can as well be united with the Bridgeport field. At Bristol 
the Rev. John Barone, who formerly carried on the mission in con- 
nection with his Waterbury work, has again assumed charge. In other 
parts of the State there are also signs of increasing interest among this 
mos_t interesting nationality which justify the confident prediction of 
fifteen years ago quoted at the beginning of this report. At Plainville 
Pastor Buckingham and his wife are gaining a hold on several young 
men who come to the parsonage three or four nights a week to learn to 
speak and write in English and who are regular attendants at all the 
services of the church. 

Another nationality in our State has become of practical interest to 
us as offering a fruitful field for our endeavor. For some time a faith- 
ful little band of Hungarian Baptists have been in a way connected 
with this church where we are now in session. Recently a new interest 
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has been felt both here and at Torrington and at Derby. Paul Skokan, 
a young Slovac, who is a member of the Torrington church and is just 
now in school in Suflfield preparing to work among his people, has held 
meetings at Torrington and Rev. John Kana and his wife have been 
for some weeks in Bridgeport and Derby. As a result of these efforts 
several have been baptized both here and at Shelton and others are 
interested. 

It will be our privilege before these meetings close of hearing 
from representatives of this people of the outlook among their country- 
men. Surely the fields are white for the harvest. 

Finances. 

This is confessedly a difficult subject. All kinds of Christian effort 
are hindered by lack of money. Here, as nowhere else, the chariot 
wheels drag heavily. The high things of the kingdom must wait on 
this the most menial of its servants — and the most intractable. What- 
ever of joy and inspiration may be manifest in other quarters around 
the table of the money changers are seen only thoughtful faces and 
gloomy brows. 

It is so everywhere — ^Home Missions, Foreign Missions, State 
Missions, Bible work and the work of the local church. What could 
we not do if we only had the money ? It is the great and difficult quest. 
We beg and plead and exhort and implore until the irate church mem- 
ber growls, “Money, money, money, everlastingly money, nothing but 
money. I am not made of money.” In caring for the churches we 
meet many difficult problems. Men are diverse in disposition, obtuse 
and self-willed and opinionated, but that which turns our hair grey — 
when there is any to turn — is not the perversity of men but the per- 
versity of money. Once in a while a brother comes into the office 
of the Secretary to show him a way out of the difficulty. The process 
is as simple as you can think ; all that is needed is the stump of a lead 
pencil and the back of an old envelope. The argument runs this way. 
How many Baptists in Connecticut? Something over twenty-six 
thousand. Call it an even twenty-six thousand. Baptists are cheap 
and we can afford to throw away a few hundred as well as not. Now 
for various reasons cut off the six thousand— it makes easier figuring. 
This leaves us twenty thousand stalwart Baptists, the pick of the flock. 
One dollar from each of these — ah ! brethren, twenty thousand Bap- 
tists — twenty thousand dollars ! Think of it ! It would pay all our 
expenses_for the year and pay off our debt and we could hear these 
Macedonian cries that with increased volume come to our ears. One 
dollar for a whole year, two cents a week and two weeks for vacation : 
the price of a newspaper or a pair of shoe strings. 

Two pennies! See, here they are. If I lose one of them I do not 
light a candle and search diligently until I find it. It is only a penny, 
let it go. And yet, brethren, but one church in the State has given 
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as much as one dollar per member this year— the New Milford 
church, with 53 members, has given $66.25. But one church last year 
gave us an amount equal to one dollar a member— the North Cole- 
brook church, which has 4 members and gave us $5. The present 
method, or lack of method in most churches which leads the church 
treasurer to delay until almost the last day of the Convention year 
makes it impossible to forecast with any degree of accuracy the financial 
outcome. The Treasurer s report will show a deficiency in current 
receipts of several thousand dollars, but this will be considerably 
modified by the receipts during this meeting of the Convention. 

Small Salaries and Vacant Pastorates. 

The question of securing suitable men for our churches is ever 
becoming more serious. In no State in New England is the financial 
remuneration of the pastor so small as in Connecticut. In most of 
these States, aided by the large funds from the P'ord estate, the Con- 
ventions have undertaken to make the minimum salary of any pastor 
$800 and parsonage. This we cannot do and the inevitable result 
is to draw away to these favored states the pick of the young men. 
We need today at least thirteen pastors for our smaller fields, but only 
two or three of these churches, even with the aid the Convention gives, 
can pay more than five or six hundred dollars and, in some cases, 
a parsonage. This is another of the important problems connected with 
our State work. 

Our Future Policy. 

What shall be the future policy of the Convention? Shall we 
continue along the old lines and follow the old methods or is the 
time ripe for a radically new departure? These days are marked by 
rapid changes in plans and methods. A new spirit is abroad. Wider 
visions of service are filling the minds of men. Business in religion 
and in the things of the kingdom is having increasing emphasis. New 
conceptions of responsibility for the moral and spiritual conditions of 
the present age are being begotten in the minds of Christian men. The 
Laymen’s Missionary Movement with its possibly futile cry of “The 
evangelization of the world in this generation” has at least called 
attention to the fact that at best past effort has been altogether too 
feeble and spasmodic. Larger and more systematic giving of money 
and of life is becoming increasingly manifest. The complexity of the 
problems connected with the rapid immigration to our country of the 
peoples of southern Europe is being now recognized, and the evangel- 
ization of these new hosts is assuming ever new importance. We have 
our own peculiar conditions to consider. Such facts as these con- 
front us ; a decline of nearly one thousand in our membership within 
the past year, and a falling off in the number baptized to about 650 
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in comparison with 780 last year and 1,187 the year before. Our 
benevolences also have fallen off nearly $7,000 this last year. Of 
course the decline in membership is not on the whole so significant of 
decay and loss as might at first appear. Churches as never before are 
scrutinizing the list of members and cutting off the names of those 
unworthy of a name and a place with the people of God. But the 
whole situation, after all is said, is sufficiently serious to lead us to 
consider, not with dismay and discouragement, but as men set to do 
important work, what it is that hinders and how we can do more 
effectively the Master’s work. 

One Cause of the Decline. 

One noticeable cause of this decline which we have mentioned is 
the change in the character of the population, not only in the city, but 
in ever increasing rapidity in the country. Many regions are being- 
depopulated of Baptists and a people alien in religion and faith are 
taking their places. This is not a new phenomenon. It has been seen 
in all our cities for years. In all lower New York Protestant churches 
have almost disappeared. The foreigner, non-Protestant and often non- 
Christian, has come in and the churches have followed the Christian 
population uptown. But our churches cannot move uptown. We must 
stay and work out the problem where we are. With us it is “do or 
die.” The case is by no means hopeless. Signs are multiplying that 
should make us stout-hearted to undertake the task. It will be difficult 
and success may be delayed. It may be ours to lay the foundations for 
another generation to build upon, but if we have the statesman’s 
vision and the Christian’s faith we will not falter or be dismayed. 

Our Present Needs. 

If we are to face the future with this enlarged vision we must be 
generous in anticipating our financial needs. To do our work as it 
ought to be done, taking advantage of the opportunities for larger work, 
the following budget will be found none too large:

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This is well within the twenty thousand dollars of our dream. 
What ought to be done is manifest — we ought to raise the money. We 
ought to raise it because we need it in order to carry on our work 
wisely and economically. We ought to raise it because we can do it — 
not as well as not — but we can do it. About the only opportunity the 
Christian has now-a-days for sacrifice is along the line of giving. The 
cross does not often touch us unless it touches us there. 

The State Apportionment. 

What we undertake to do in the way of enlarging our work will 
determine the amount to be apportioned among the churches. Last 
year we apportioned $8,000. So far as pastors have expressed them- 
selves in regard to the matter this amount is all that, in the common 
run of things, the churches will stand. What they might do under 
the stimulus of a loud call to larger doings you must in your wisdom 
determine. 

A Closing Word. 

As we conclude this report there conies to hand a leaflet issued by 
the West Virginia Convention. It is entitled “A Crisis in State 
Missions. An Emergency Appeal. Advance, Stand Still, Retreat — 
Which? Read Carefully, Think Prayerfully, Act.” The leaflet might 
have been written for us. Advance, Stand Still, Retreat — Which? 
Before this Convention closes we must definitely determine which it 
shall be.

SUMMARY OF REPORTS FROM AIDED CHURCHES. 
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In view of the report, Rev. G. B. Marston led in prayer. 

Charles Edward Prior, the Treasurer, presented his report, 
which was accepted with the privilege of adding any sums that 
may come to him up to the time of printing. 

Rev. J. A. Elder, chairman of the nominating committee, 
presented the following report : 

REPORT OF NOMINATING COMMITTEE.

Voted, That the report be adopted. 

An offering was received amounting to $25.41. 

Rev. G. D. Reid read a portion of John 12, and Rev. E. J. 
Hyde led in prayer. Rev. Geo. E. Genung, D.D., preached the 
annual sermon, taking for his text Matt. 17:19, 20, and his 
theme was “The Diagnosis of Incompetency.” He said in part : 

“Then came the disciples to Jesus apart, and said, Why could not 
we cast him out? And he saith unto them, Because of your little faith: 
for verily I say unto you, If ye have faith as a grain of mustard seed, 
ye shall say unto this mountain, Remove hence to yonder place; and 
it shall remove; and nothing shall be impossible unto you.” — Matt. 
17 : 19-20. 

We have made a good start towards curing a disease when we have 
a good diagnosis of it. This is our Lord’s professional judgment, as 
the Great Physician, on the malady of the working church. It came 
with the first independent attempt of the church to do something. The 
disciples submitted their own case, and it was a case of incompetency. 
This is the standing reproach of Christianity in the world. Let us 
follow the lines and resolve the analogies of this story, and thus acquire 
wisdom for ourselves from this our Lord’s Diagnosis of Incompetency. 

1. The Patient. 

The patient was the body of disciples. Not the boy, nor the 
parent, but the disciples. These were the most important ones in the 
group, because they represented the world of hope, while the rest were 
the world of actuality. These disciples were the church. This had 
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been founded at Ceesarea Philippi one week before. Their first 
activity was not witnessing, as after Pentecost, but going through an 
intensified experience of the career the church of all time must make 
in the sinful world. Its history was foreshortened. Its developing 
apprehension of Christ was condensed into a vision of His glory on 
the mount of Transfiguration; its continuity with the past into a vision 
of Moses and Elias ; its manifold work of saving the world was 
typified in an unmistakable demonic possession; the benefit it must 
work in society was intensified into a miracle demanded. They were 
the commonplace church. They had been with Jesus, had become 
identified with Him, were in demand as His associates. Their leading 
minds were in contemplation on the mount; they were the practical 
plodders. In the absence of their visible Lord, not led by genius, 
they were just ordinary people doing ordinary work. Their Lord’s 
needy ones were bringing him in the shape of demand; they were 
to perform His functions. In all this we recognize our own features 
as the one embodiment on earth of saving power. 

H. The Symptoms. 

The outstanding symptom was that the church could not cast 
out the devil. They fell short of meeting the test in a concrete case 
of specified need. Some things they were developing very well. They 
represented Christ. They were looked up to as His representatives for 
saving power. They were sharing His reproach and getting into dis- 
putes and difficulties just because they were followers of the Prophet 
of Nazareth. Some of their choicer spirits were rising into the 
contemplative life, and were dreaming of staying there, and build- 
ing tabernacles, and forgetting the world. If they could have lived 
a separate life in the contemplation of the saints they might have got 
on swimmingly. As a body they were enlarging the angle of vision 
by which Christ was seen, and thus making Him more conspicuous. 
But they failed in the specific saving work they were to do for the 
world. It is true, as Jesus acknowledged, they had met a difficult case. 
The man had had no use for the church except when in trouble. 
And this had broken out in the second generation. Indifference and 
cynicism in the family had brought the devil’s own sway in the 
rising generation. This is what constantly happens today. The 
most difficult cases are those that are brought up under the eaves 
of the church — ^the cultured paganism of modern society. And yet 
the church reproaches itself when it cannot cure this extreme case. 

HI. The Diagnosis. 

The Lord pronounced it a serious case of lack of faith. The fault 
is in the church, not in Christ as distinct from the church. The 
church is diseased, and the diagnosis is lack of faith. We must 
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save the world. It may be urged that the trouble was that the church 
was not fit to be left. Jesus had not died and risen again. Mystical 
contemplation of Christ can not take the place of the cross. Yet 
even lack of the historic cross was the lack of equipment in demon- 
strated faith. Our Lord’s passion was the world’s lesson in faith 
and its victory over death— the seed falling into the ground and 
dying that it may bring forth fruit. To do things, the church needs a 
unique element, and that is faith. Correct life, correct doctrine, 
spirituality, these are the fulcrum. The taking hold and moving of the 
lever is faith. It is the element that works ; without works it is 
dead. It is not the same as subscribing to statements, which is 
credulity; not quietism which disparages work as dishonoring to 
God, but faith which co-operates with God. When the Son of Man 
cometh, will He find faith on the earth? 

IV. The Contrasted State. 

Ye shall remove mountains. This is a hyperbolic vision of great 
things as a contrast to the diseased state. This is not fancy Chris- 
tianity, but the normal state of things. Not that we are expected to 
reproduce His physical miracles; these were enacted parables, or 
“signs.” Peter deduced from the healing of the lame man, not a 
universal era of healing lameness, but salvation through the Name. 
The greater works to be wrought by the church are effects in 
character and in society wrought by the Lord through His disciples 
from the spiritual realm. This pointing to results is really our 
Lord’s treatment. Get absorbed in the work; do not wait and look 
at yourselves, but at the need. Then step by step, shovelful by 
shovelful, move the mountain. 

Note our Lord’s fondness for the comparison of the mustard seed. 
This is a type of the kingdom of heaven, not because it is little, but 
because it is vital. Faith is like a seed. It germinates; it surrenders 
itself to disintegrating forces in the soil ; it changes its form and 
becomes a tree. Faith is sometimes thought of as a deposit. This is 
characteristic of the catholic as distinguished from the apostolic 
church. The church has to pass through this era, but it is not then at 
its maximum of healing and aggressive power. We must preserve 
the deposit, but we must, retain its germinative power. Yet after all, 
it is significant that the seed is little. Our Lord reproached the 
church with little faith, and then illustrated the faith they ought to 
have by the littlest of seeds. Faith is not great in proportion to the 
bigness of the things believed in, nor are those ages of faith that are 
most credulous and marvel-encouraging. Mustard-seed faith throws 
itself vitally into the current of the universe, instead of sitting by 
the wayside and exhibiting feats of believing. It believes what it 
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must because it sees God; and God’s will shall be done. Faith is the 
substance of things hoped for. Jesus in His death and resurrection 
gave the great world-demonstration of the doctrine of the mustard 
seed. When the Greeks sought Him in the temple, and the signal 
of His passion struck, He began to feel like a seed. “Except a corn 
of wheat,” said He, “fall into the ground and die, it abideth alone; 
but if it die it bringeth forth much fruit.” Like the seed He sur- 
rendered Himself to disintegrating forces. Like the seed. He found 
congenial material in the soil for His growth of redemption. He was 
a brother in the world, not a foreign and irritating element. As the 
seed is a laboratory for passing inorganic matter through its own 
substance to make life, so He assimilates the believer to His own spirit 
in order to give him eternal life. Like the seed He becomes a tree 
for the shelter of the world. And our faith is to be like that. “He 
that saveth his life shall lose it; but he that loseth his life for my 
sake shall find it.” 

Finally, faith is glorified in what it produces. It is not an end in 
itself, but exists for results. The mountain is not moved instanta- 
neously, but by perseverance. Good growth is slow growth. But be 
not disturbed by the contrasted appearance of the developed result. 
The tree is not like the seed, but God knows the species. The form 
is of the age, and the adaptation; the inner energy of the species is 
the spirit of Christ. 

The Convention adjourned until 2.30 p. m. 

TUESDAY AFTERNOON. 

The Convention reassembled at 2.30 p. m. President 
Thompson in the chair. 

Rev. W. N. Morton led the devotional services. 

Voted, That the Secretary be instructed to cast the ballot 
for the officers of the Convention ; upon his doing so, they were 
declared elected. 

Capt. E. F. Wilcox, as chairman of the committee on nomi- 
nation of trustees, presented the following report :

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Voted, That the clerk cast the ballot for this list of trus- 
tees, and upon his doing so they were declared elected. 

Voted, That Rev. R. C. Miller be allowed three minutes 
to present the work of reform. He spoke of the battles being 
waged for purity. 

Rev. Joseph Swaim spoke in behalf of the “Watchman.” 

Calls from the field: 

The negro churches were presented by Rev. David Klugh, 

D.D. 

We have 20,000 colored people in the State; about 6,000 of them 
are Christians, represented by 8 different denominations; there are 20 
Baptist churches, with 2,500 members ; of these 10 are self-supporting. 
The colored people form a good soil for Baptist doctrine. If a colored 
man is left alone with his Bible and does not make a bee line for the 
Baptist church, I always ask who has been fooling with him? 

Rev. N. E. Valerius told of the work amongst the Swedes. 

I rejoice that you are becoming more and more impressed with the 
necessity of work amongst the foreign people. Five different agencies 
are working amongst our people. We have eight churches with a mem- 
bership of between 700 and 800. We cannot expect to plant many new 
Baptist churches amongst our people because others have secured the 
first place, yet there are some places where work can be done through 
the churches already established. The worldly life of many church 
members stands in the way of saving my people. 

The German churches were represented by Rev. Otto 
Koenig. 

There are 275 German churches in this country with 32,000 mem- 
bers, with an annual increase of 1,500. Our German Baptist churches 
are united to the American Baptist churches as the gulf to the ocean. 
The German has a dislike for the term “personal religion.” To leave 
his church and become a Baptist is nothing less than a mild crime. 
The better educated Germans are apt to be free-thinkers. There are 
20,000 Germans in New Haven. In the State there are four German 
Baptist churches with a membership of 500. Our German churches are 
cpntfibuting at the rate of about $1.20 per member. 

Rev. H. B. Goodsell spoke of the problems in the rural 
churches. 
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The problems ‘are many, and the solution is difficult. One of the 
difficulties is 'the large numbers moving away. Last year I baptized 
eight young people, but already six have moved awa.y to help the large 
churches. 

Rev. A. di Domenica spoke of the Italian churches. 

I feel very much like a boy in my Sunday-school on May i8 when 
we expected the world was coming to an end; he said, “Let me have 
the American flag.” His mother asked, “Why?” He said, “If I die I 
like to be an American.” 

People are looking to America, and longing for its liberty, and 
my people are eager to come here. The Italian people cannot under- 
stand the spirit of true Americanism until they accept Christ; but 
just now they are crying out and begging for missionaries to speak 
to them the Gospel of Christ in the Italian language. We have prayed 
“Thy kingdom come,” now the kingdom has come and what shall we 
do about it? 

Mr. Paul Skokan told in an interesting way of the work 
begun amongst the Hungarians. 

There are many different races amongst the Hungarians. I am a 
Slovak; the Slovaks began to come to this country about 30 years ago; 
about two-thirds of the Slovaks are Catholics, and one-third Protes- 
tants, mostly Lutherans. They do not have right conceptions of right- 
eousness, so we ought to give them the right conception. In Torring- 
ton about 30 attend the meetings; the door is open for us amongst 
the 700 Slovaks in Torrington. 

^ Mrs. Jan Kana spoke of another branch of the Slovaks. 

Three months ago I received an invitation to come and see what 
could be done for them; through the day we go from house to house, 
and then hold meetings in the evening. 

Four have been baptized in the three months and three more are 
ready. The Baptists are the first to take up this work. 

Rev. G. W. Nicholson' spoke of the 20 Slovaks in his 
church and said they were true and steadfast. 

’ Rev.- O. W. Foye spoke of the persecution through which 
Paul Skokan has had to pass, and asked that the Convention 
aid him in the 'work. 

After singing, “Come, Thou Almighty King,” it was 
Voted, That, in- the discussion of the report of the board 
each speaker be limited to five minutes. 
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Voted, That the report of the board be taken from the 
table. It was discussed by Brethren Wright, McNally, Stub- 
bert. Smith, Story. 

Voted, That the report be accepted. 

Rev. A. B. Coats, D.D., referred to action taken at the 
Northern Baptist Convention with regard to affiliation of the 
State Conventions; and it was Voted, That the whole matter 
be referred to the board of trustees with power. 

Rev. A. B. Coats, D.D., stated that at the last meeting of 
the New England Baptist Conference it was decided not to try 
to hold any more such gatherings regularly, but only as occa- 
sion required ; it was, however, thought best to have a council 
formed of the President and Secretary of each State Conven- 
tion in New England of the Baptists and Eree Baptists. 

Voted, That the President and Secretary of this Conven- 
tion be appointed to take part in this council. 

Rev. A. E. Harris led in prayer and the Convention 
adjourned until 7 p. m. 

TUESDAY EVENING. 

The praise service was led by J. H. Crossley, assisted by 
a large chorus of young people. 

Rev. Wm. T. Thayer led the devotional service, reading 
a few verses from John 4, and after several brief prayers Rev. 
A. G. Lawson led in prayer. 

At 7.30 p. m. President Thompson called the Convention 
to order. 

In the absence of Rev. W. A. Smith, chairman of the com- 
mittee on home and foreign missions. Rev. C. R. McNally read 
his report. 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON HOME AND FOREIGN 

MISSIONS. 

The significant eveait of the missionary world during the past year, 
perhaps in some ways of all years since apostolic times, was the 
Edinburgh Convention. There it was apparent to all in attendance, as 
also to the whole Christian world, that all our differences of denomi- 
nations and sects, of creeds and rituals and politics, are insignificant

find paltry, and are so considered by the churches, when face to face 
with the real business of the church universal, namely, the winning of 
the world for Christ. The underlying unity of purpose and effort for 
which Christ prayed received there a notable impulse, so that the 
most casual observer may now see that missions form the one great 
common ground on which all Christians meet and where their efforts 
are united. 

In regard to the special part of the work to which our church is 
assigned, we are able again to thank God that our missionary labor, 
both home and foreign, has had a year of gratifying success, that the 
treasuries have been supplied with funds so that no indebtedness is 
brought over to the present year, and that the offerings thus far this 
year show an increase over those of the corresponding period last year. 
All this is encouraging and also instructive. For it seems evident that 
the improved and improving condition of our societies is due to certain 
well-defined facts, and these facts suggest the proper lines of effort in 
the future. 

First of all, missionary education is undoubtedly responsible for a 
large part of the increase in the offerings obtained from all our regular 
sources of income. Of first importance in the line of education during 
the past year was the series of conferences held in seventy-five cities 
of the country. That campaign was well conceived and well executed, 
and was evidently greatly blessed of God for the advance of His king- 
dom. We hope that a missionary propaganda on an equally large scale 
may be the program during the coming season. Paul was anxious to 
revisit the cities where he had first established his work. Let these 
men, or others equally efficient, go the rounds of the cities again. 

The older methods, which have proved their ability to educate and 
hence to stimulate along lines of missionary activity, are 'still efficient. 
Mission study classes and the “forward movement” are now recognized 
methods of successful accomplishment. It would seem that there ought 
to be more widespread endeavor to teach missions in the Bible-school. 
These methods must all receive our hearty support. 

We would call special attention to the two watchwords of the 
Northern Baptist Convention, “the weekly offering” and the “every 
member canvass.” These we unhesitatingly include among educational 
methods, though their effect is of immediate value in increasing mis- 
sionary offerings. Still greater, however, is their value in bringing 
the whole church at close intervals to a recognition of the claim of 
missions, and therefore their power for the cause of missions is cumu- 
lative as well as immediate, and hence has promise of larger fruit in 
the future. 

Here, too, should be mentioned the necessity of emphasizing the 
importance of education and training in Christian stewardship. When 
the church learns that wealth is a trust fund held for God and His 
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kingdom, the problems which constantl}^ confront the treasuries of 
the missionary societies will be solved. 

Lastly of the educational forces for the stimulating of missionary 
activity in our churches we must mention “Missions.” The excellence 
of this magazine, as well as the importance of the cause to which it is 
devoted, and also the value of the press in general as an influential 
agent in the formation of an esprit de cour in any organization, all 
urge upon us the duty and privilege of emphasizing the phase of our 
work represented by our monthly periodical. “Missions” ought to be in 
every Baptist home in the land. 

Finally, we again express our approval of the apportionment plan, 
and while recognizing the difficult task we assign to our apportionment 
committee, we pledge ourselves to their hearty support, 'and agree to 
strive prayerfully and earnestly to contribute the sums which they 
specify.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CHRISTIAN 

stewardship. 

It is unnecessary to reiterate the principles that underlie the obliga- 
tion of Christian stewardship. These principles were never better 
known by Christian people than today, and they never received stronger 
emphasis than now. If knowledge were synonymous with conduct 
our missionary treasuries would be full to overflowing, and all the 
tithes would be gathered into the storehouse. Mission study classes 
were organized throughout our denomination, and have been in- 
dustriously propagated for a period of years on the hypothesis that 
all we needed, as Christian people, was to know the needs and the 
opportunities of Christian missions at home and abroad, when an im- 
mediate and adequate response would be made in substance and lives, 
laid upon the altar of service. But while there has not been retro- 
gression in Christian benevolence, there has been, as yet, no such 
response as had been hoped for, and no such forward movement as the 
necessities and opportunities, now so much more fully known to us, 
demand. 

There has been within the last few years in our denomination ^ 
noteworthy advance in methods of missionary administration. Through , 
the instrumentality of the Northern Baptist Convention our missionary 
agencies have been brought into closer co-ordination and harmony, 
and many ecQnonaies of administration have been instituted. One 
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method of . Christian giving, that of the - weekly envelope, is coming 
to be generally accepted among us as rational, effective and Scriptural’ 
Thousands approve the plan who do not follow it. There is little differ- 
ence of opinion with regard to its advisability. 

But it is still exceedingly, difficult to raise our apportionments, 
missionary treasuries are still depleted, promising fields still remain 
unoccupied for lack ofTunds, and the vanguard of the Christian army 
still crawls forward at a snail’s pace, when it should leap and run. 

Evident^ knowledge is not the equivalent of action. We need 
something more than information. Better plans and methods will not 
solve our problems. Intelligence will not redeem the world. What 
Christian people need is to get converted below the eyebrows. Not 
till the iron is heated in the furnace will it give forth light. Not till 
the heart is warmed and thrilled by contact with Christ will it trans- 
mute knowledge into - conduct. What we need now is to open up an 
avenue between the head and the will so that some of the things we 
know so well may flow out in helpful and sacrificial deeds. 

Our immediate responsibility in this Convention is Christian work 
within the limits of our own State. No Christian heart can fail to 
be stirred at the hopeful opportunities that are being continually thrust 
upon us, nor can such a heart fail to be saddened that so many such 
opportunities must be passed by, and so many others inadequately 
occupied for lack of funds in our treasury. Let us disseminate the 
facts wideN and let our people know them fully. But let us not forget 
that this is not merely a business proposition that confronts us, nor 
imagine that we need nierel};^ to sit down before' it with a business- 
like air and a business-like method. We need more than that in the 
work of the kingdom, and we need that other something more than 
we need that. We need prayer, and faith, and the glow of a holy 
consecration. Above all else the church needs Christ. 

All- the churches of the State ought at once to put themselves in 
line with the apportionment plan as promulgated by the Northern 
Baptist Convention and the State Convention. Our thanks are due to 
the apportionment committee in this State, who have performed their 
delicate and difficult task with a high degree of tact and skill. We are 
aware That the apportionment plan is not perfected; that it needs 
adjustment and development and regulation. We believe that the State 
committee should have a larger voice in the determination of both the 
amount and the distribution of the apportionment for the State. But 
we believe that the present method is far superior to the former lack 
of method which it displaced, and we confidently expect such improve- 
ments and adaptations as shall place it above criticism. In the mean- 
time it behooves every church in the State to accept its apportionment 
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and make every effort to raise the amount asked of it for the various 
missionary enterprises of the denomination.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STATE OF THE CHURCHES. 
Mr. Moderator, Brethren: 

The report of the Board of Trustees must still be ringing- 
in your ears. If we are as sensitive as we ought to be toward the 
state of the churches, that report will continue to be a burning echo, 
long after these anniversaries in these golden day^ of this autumn 
time are a fading memory. The unfortunate part of it 'is that the fears 
and anxiety of that report can not be spoken in the conscience of every 
Baptist in Connecticut, and so emphasized until every man and woman 
comes to live in the environment of the actual conditions in our 
churches. 

Your committee refer to the report of the Board of Trustees because 
they believe that in a general way it gives the real state of the churches 
and therefore ought to be more than a mere formal report, which is 
adopted by a unanimous vote of the body because it is the long- 
honored custom. If a report of that kind, especially that part of it 
that deals with the historic place of our church in the life of this 
commonwealth, will not stir our souls and fire our denominational 
pride, what then will ever save us from our self-complacency? Some 
of the losses reported ought not to disturb us, for they are the 
inevitable sequence of natural changes, and it is but a reasonable 
faith in the integrity of the message of our church, that the new people 
who are thought to be and perhaps show every indication of being 
indifferent today will ultimately respond to the call of the church, 
and thus the rewards of holding on will be worth the effort. 

But there is a condition not in abandoned country districts, but in 
our cities, that weakens the churches and makes their future uncertain. 
Your committee would state the situation as they see it like this : 

I. — Our people are neither aggressive in Sunday-school work nor 
loyal to what they have. Our Sunday-school education is twenty-five 
years behind the times. A very large percentage of our people are not 
in the Sunday school. The teaching forces diminish, classes are com- 
bined, destroying the possibility of grading; the result is, scholars be- 
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come dissatisfied, drift away, are lost to the school and church, which 
cannot fail to affect the state of the churches. 

2. — The social conditions today are revolutionizing church attend- 
ance, and tremendously affecting the character of church life. This 
generation is mad over popular amusements. Our women and men 
play whist for charitable institutions, some of them on the weekly 
prayer meeting night, and thereby their church relationships are made 
matters of selfish convenience. 

3. — The home today has little attraction. Religious training is 
practically eliminated. Children are no longer taught that the church 
is the embodiment of the best things of life, and so young people grow 
up with the influence of a bad religious example and think lightly of 
the church. 

4. — There is a deplorable lack of religious conviction, and little 
pride in Baptist history. The result of all this is, our people are held 
by a rope of sand. Their Baptist liberty seems to give them a license 
to neglect their covenant with the God who betrothed them. 

Your committee believe these are some of the reasons that very 
vitally affect the state of the churches. 

We would suggest the following for the Convention's consideration ; 

1. — More definite and aggressive Sunday-school work along newer 
and better educational lines. 

2. — The practicability of church home days when groups of pastors 
will assist each other in turning the thoughts of our people to the 
serious matter of the kingdom for which we are responsible. 

3. — The wisdom of setting apart one Sunday or two to consider the 
vital questions of advance and development, the planning of these sug- 
gestions to be in the hands of the Secretary, with the assurance that 
every church and pastor co-operate with him in doing the same thing, 
at the same time, in order that we may realize the strength of more 
effective Baptist solidarity in this State.

White, D.D., presented their report. 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISTIC WORK. 

Your committee would respectfully report that it has secured by 
diligent search all the information it could concerning evangelistic work 
in our State during the past year. Each member of the committee has 
made a report from personal observation and gleanings on the field. 
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This general, report embodies facts and findings of the entire com’ 
mittee. BroadI}* speaking, we are convinced that the whole matter 
of evangelistic work is grossly neglected in most of our associations 
and churches. We do not know of one association that has conducted 
anything like a concerted effort to stir the churches to deeper spiritual 
life, and to secure the conversion of the unsaved. There has been it is 
true, some work of this sort in spots. The Stonington Union Associ- 
ation and the Hartford Association have done fairly good work of a 
missionary character in the neglected and feeble churches within their 
borders, such work being done by pastors, lay workers and large Bible 
classes, but the success of their efforts only emphasizes the need for 
It and the possibility of multiplying it many fold all over our State. 

That It IS possible to follow out a plan of concerted evangelistic 
effort through the State has been proven in Rhode Island, where the 
pastors have arranged and carried out a program, that has resulted in 
uplifting evangelistic services covering nearly the entire State. We 
would point out the advantage of such work, in that while it may not 
be as spectacular as some other methods of evangelistic work, it re- 
duces the reactionary effects to a minimum, and leaves a band of soul 
winners in each church. 

A bright example of evangelistic work has been witnessed during 
the past year in the meetings of the Main Street church in Meriden 
and the Calvary church in Torrington, in which the pastors performed 
leciprocal services with excellent results. Eleven were baptized in each 
of the churches participating and those who have been in touch with it 
are enthusiastically urging such meetings all over our State. 

Concerning the work of our State evangelist, Rev. C. K. Flanders, 
it is not necessary for us to speak in general, as we all know the rare 
value of his work and the intense zeal with which he labors in the 
Gospel of Christ. He has conducted fourteen series of meetings during 
the Convention year; in addition to this he has made i8 pulpit and other 
appointments. These missions have taken him into every section of the 
State and have included both large and small churches. The churches 
have been stimulated and strengthened; pastors have been encouraged; 
Sunday schools have shown increased attendance; prayer meetings have 
taken on new life; wanderers have renewed their vows; communities 
have been brought to realize in a new sense the actualities of the King- 
dom of God on earth, and many souls have been convinced of a saving 
knowledge of Christ. 

The churches which have thus welcomed the services of the 
evangelist have reported 150 additions by baptism. In addition to these 
quite a number have joined churches of other denominations, but a 
still larger number have been hindered from uniting with the Churches 
by parents and other relatives and friends. In several of the churches 
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striking and beautiful incidents, which have taken place during the 
meetings, will live long in memory. New baptisteries have been built 
in two of the churches for use at the close of the meetings and thus 
to remain as a monument to the days that made the construction pos- 
sible. Upon one of these baptisteries one evangelist labored with his 
own hands. One church reports a gain by baptism of lo per cent, in 
membership, another 25 per cent., and still another the remarkable 
increase of 100 per cent. 

Our evangelist is constantly rendering triple service, conducting 
the choruses in song service, singing the solos, and proclaiming the 
Gospel story in sermon. Ha has not spared himself and has often 
rendered the churches other helpful services beyond those enumerated. 
This is the fifth year of our evangelist’s connection with the work of 
the Convention and we find him even more happy and hopeful and 
beloved in his work, if that were possible, than ever before. 

In addition to the work of Mr. Flanders, meetings have been held 
by our indefatigable superintendent of missions. Dr. Coats, with Col- 
porteur Newton as a co-worker, who have together held a series of 
meetings with three churches. Dr. Coats has worked alone in three 
other meetings and Mr. Newton alone with four churches. These 
churches report an increase of thirteen baptisms. In all these churches 
the brethren thought this was only a part of the benefit received. 

It should be said that the Convention aims rather to supplement 
the efforts of pastors than to do all the evangelistic work of the denomi- 
nation in the State. 

In concluding our report, we would not only recommend but plead 
with deepest earnestness that the churches awaken to new life and 
activity along evangelistic lines. We are aware of a tendency in 
modern thought to emphasize religious culture and educational evangel- 
ism at the expense of that evangelism which evokes definite decision 
for Christ. We fully appreciate the great value of Christian education, 
but we declare most solemnly our conviction that without conscious 
and definite choice of Jesus Christ as Saviour, there can be little prog- 
ress made in the nurture of Christian life by the best of methods. One 
method must supplement the other for the best results. 

Second, we would urge pastors to follow the example of Mr. 
Harris and Mr. Foye in their reciprocal evangelistic campaigns. 

Third, we urge each church in our State to hold at least one series 
of evangelistic meetings during the coming year, suggesting the weeks 
preceding “Passion Week” as a season when such meetings can be 
held with unusual profit. 

It has been further urged by one member of our committee, that 
we organize a State prayer circle, that shall have as its specific object 
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definite and daily prayer for evangelistic success in our State, holding 
before God our State work, our pastors, and the laymen of our 
churches, who might well be encouraged in definite soul-saving work. 
It is also suggested that each church oi'ganize an evangelistic band, 
which shall have for its object first, the doing of evangelistic work and 
second, the widening of the circle of personal workers. We would lay 
the burden of evangelism upon the hearts of our pastors, urging them 
to prayer and persistent preaching and teaching along these lines and 
respectfully recommend that the pastors engage their people in the 
reading of the best books on personal work and the deepening of the 
spiritual life. 

Let us seek to make the coming year one long to be remembered 
as a year of ingathering to the fold of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ, and ma}'^ His Power be upon us all !

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Rl£PORT OF COMMITTEE ON OBITUARIES. 

Your committee has found the names of many who have been called 
from the Baptist ranks the past year, but there is room for the mention 
of only a very few, though doubtless many others are just as worthy 
of mention as those whose names are here recorded. 

Rev. John Sexton James, D.D. 

Rev. J. S. James, D.D., was born in Germantown, Penn., July 20, 
1848, and died in December, 1909, at Altoona, Penn., where he was 
pastor of the First Baptist church. He was graduated from Bucknell 
University at Lewisburg, Penn., after having broken into his college 
career by going to war for two years. He was graduated from Crozier 
1 heological Seminary in 1871, and later studied at Leipzig, Germany. 
He held pastorates at Allentown and Germantown, Penn., and was 
pastor of the First Baptist church of Hartford from 1889 to 1895. In 
1892 he received the degree of D.D., from Bucknell University. He 
founded the “Commonwealth,” the leading Baptist organ of Penn- 
sylvania, and made an enviable record for himself as a writer and 
editor. 

Rev. W. D. McKinney. 

Rev. W. D. McKinney was born in Belfast, Ireland, December 24, 
1842, and died at Port Jervis, N. Y., January 5, 1910. He was proud 
of his nationality. Choosing the profession of designer in art on leav- 
ing school, he had every prospect of a successful career, but at the age 
of 17 his conversion awakened his soul to a new world, and the call 
of God to a life of Christian service met with a quick response. He 
found a spiritual teacher and true friend in Rev. Herbert Knox, a 
Presbyterian pastor of Belfast, but becoming an earnest Bible student 
his views on baptism underwent a change and he was baptized by Rev. 
R. M. Henry. He devoted himself some time to mission work in 
Dublin before seeking admission to the Pastor’s College; then Rev. 
Charles Spurgeon told him they could not provide for any more stu- 
dents, but he offered to maintain himself, and applied himself diligently 
to the studies. After a time he served the church at Waterford, Ire- 
land, for two years, and then went back and graduated in 1867. In 
1870 he came to America and became pastor at Port Jervis, N. Y. The 
first Sabbath in June, 1884, he was called to Ansonia and remained as 
pastor until July, 1907. His wife died in 1902 and this affected him to 
a great extent. Mr. McKinney was a man of high intellectual attain- 
ments, a deep thinker, a sound theologian, and a pulpit orator of no 
mean ability. He took life seriously and devoted his best years to an 
earnest endeavor to impress its seriousness upon others. He had no 
patience with evil-doers and no tolerance for intemperance. The last 
two years of his life his mind had been failing and he finally died in a 
sanitarium. 
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Rev. Charles Braithwaite. 

Rev. Charles Braithwaite was born in England and died in January, 
1910, as he was returning to this country after a visit to" his native land. 
He was formerly a Methodist preacher, working at his trade in a cut- 
lery establishment in Waterbury, but after years of study he became a 
Baptist and was ordained as pastor of the Baptist church at Tolland, 
April 7, 1880. After this he served the church at Voluntown and later, 
churches in Rhode Island, Block Island, New York and several West- 
ern States. He was a builder of meetinghouses and parsonages. April 
24, 1910, the Baptist church at Block Island held a memorial service 
and said of him, “During his pastorate here from 1883 to 1886 he built 
the present meetinghouse and did a splendid work as a winner of 
souls. His memory is sacred and his work enduring.” 

Rev. Frederick Lyman Batchelder. 

Rev. F. L. Batchelder was born January 17, 1815, in Andover, 
N. H., and died at the home of his son in East Milton, Mass., January 
15, 1910. One of his brothers was a missionary in India for 40 years. 
He was converted in 1831, and baptized at West Medway, Mass., in 
1833; graduated from Brown University in 1839; at the time of his 
death he was the oldest alumnus of Brown. In 1842 he graduated 
from Newton Theological Seminary in the same class with Rev. Henry 
G. Weston, D.D., and Rev. E. G. Robinson, D.D. He began his pas- 
torate in East Long Meadow, Mass., 1843, and was ordained that Sum- 
mer at West Medway. In 1845 he went as a home missionary at his 
own charges to the Green River region in Michigan, where his labors 
were greatly blessed. Later he was again pastor at East Long Meadow 
for a year. 1854 he became the pastor at Stafford, having twice pre- 
viously served as its supply. June, 1909, a beautiful bronze memorial 
tablet was unveiled in the Stafford meetinghouse, bearing the follow- 
ing inscription : 

“In loving remembrance of Frederick Lyman Batchelder, Pastor of 
the Stafford Baptist Church, 1854 to i860 and 1865 to 1899, and since 
Pastor Emeritus. This tablet is erected on the centennial anniversary 
of the Church, June, 1909, by persons he baptized during his pastorate. 
John 3:16.” 

He was strong in body, “of broad culture, logical in reasoning, 
unimpeachable in character, of strong convictions, loyal to duty, and 
a faithful preacher. Many received the start for a higher education 
at his feet. Mothers of every creed pointed to this man of God as 
a model whose example the children should emulate.” 
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Rev. Eli Dewhurst. 

Rev. C. H. Spalding, D.D., an intimate friend of long standing, 
wrote of Mr. Dewhurst: “A name long familiar drops out of the 
calendar of the living. The beloved pastor of the Baptist church in 
Voluntown, Conn., died March 2, 1910. He was born in Rochdale, 
England, April 3, 1827. In his early manhood he came to America 
and settled in Lowell, Mass., as a mechanic. In the pastorate of Rev. 
D. C. Eddy, D.D., he united with the First Baptist church. His gifts 
were soon recognized and he ere long found his place in the Christian 
ministry. He was ordained in Bradford, Me., January 16, 1853. He 
had churches in Templeton and Hinsdale, Mass., in Bangor and Dexter, 
Me., and Groton Heights and Old Mystic, Conn. In 1883 he was 
called to Voluntown, Conn., and remained in the active pastorate until 
his death. This last pastorate, of 27 years, was maintained with re- 
markable vigor and unabated devotion. He loved to preach. He was 
a man of marked originality and refined humor. He was not of the 
schools, but his ability was ever gratefully honored. He was happy 
in the gift of such a son as the late Rev. F. E. Dewhurst, who died in 
Chicago four years ago, the pastor of an influential church. For 25 
years he served the Stonington Union Association as clerk. He was a 
genial man, and honored his profession as a minister of the Gospel.” 

Rev. E. T. Miller. 

Rev. E. T. Miller died March 12, 1910, at Jemseg, New Brunswick, 
aged 61. He was pastor at Groton Heights from 1890 to 1900. He 
was honored and beloved in his work. 

Rev. Henri Gelan. 

Rev. Henri Gelan was born September 13, 1863, in Bischweiler, 
Alsace, when it was still a province of France. He died at Hoboken, 
N. J., March 16, 1910. He was a descendant of the Huguenots and 
came early under Christian influences. He came to America in 1883 
and was baptized by Rev. F. T. Hazlewood. He graduated from New- 
ton Theological Seminary in 1894 and was prepared for the French 
work. He was ordained by his church in Lynn, Mass., and took 
charge of a French- American church in Stryker, O., which he served 
for two years. Being conversant with the German language, he entered 
into the German work in 1896, and served the following German 
churches: Bridgeport, Conn., Winona, Minn., Arnprior, Ont., three 
churches in Lycoming County, Penn., Hepburn, Anthony, Fairfield, and 
Hoboken, N. J. 

Rev. William H. Randall. 

Rev. W. H. Randall was born at Mystic, Conn., August 23, 1840, 
and died at his home in Riverside, California, March 29, 1910. He was 
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graduated from Brown University in the class of i86i. Defective eye- 
sight kept him from rushing to the front in the Civil War. He turned 
his attention to teaching, first at the Connecticut Literary Institution, 
then at Mowr}^ and Gofli’s school in Providence from 1866 to 1872 
After six months of travel in Europe and Palestine and a year of 
study at Newton he was ordained as pastor of the Windsor Avenue 
Baptist church of Hartford. He was pastor at Central Thompson from 
1877 to 1882, then pastor at Saxton’s River for seven years. In 1890 
he removed to California, hoping for relief from asthma. He was 
pastor of churches in Peniyn, Auburn and South Riverside, Cal. He 
was a man of broad sympathies, a careful student, deeply interested 
in everything that affected the welfare of men and was faithful to deep 
convictions and high ideals. 

- Pierce N. Welch. 

Mr. Pierce N. Welch, for quite a period a member of the Board 
of Trustees, was born in Plainville, Conn., June 27, 1841, and died in 
Berlin, German}-, October 26, 1909. The report of the boai'd contains 
a more complete record. 

Brief mention should be made of a few others. Into the home 
of the President of this Convention there came a double bereavement 
last January, when on the 13th Dr. Thompson was called to say fare- 
well to his beloved mother, Mrs. Alzina M. Thompson, who had 
reached the great age of 88 years, and 10 months, and on the i6th in 
the same home Deacon John MacGregor, the father of Mrs. Thompson, 
was called home at the age of 79 years. Deacon MacGregor served in 
the 127th regiment of N. Y. volunteers, but after the war came to 
New Haven and united with the First Baptist church; in 1871 he became 
one of the charter members of the Grand Avenue church and was 
elected deacon September 25, 1873, and filled that position until his 
removal to Hartford, October 20, 1893, when he united with the 
Memorial Baptist church. 

Mrs. Mary A. Pendleton. 

In the latter part of January Mrs. Mary A. Pendleton, widow of 
Rev. W. H. Pendleton, D.D., died at Los Angeles, Cal. Dr. Pendleton 
had filled pulpits in Norwich and Deep River. He and his wife were 
well known by many in this State. They removed to California about 
20 years ago, where he died several years ago. 

Mrs. Clarence C. Frost. 

Mrs. Frost died in Brooklyn, N. Y., April ii, 1910, as the result 
of an operation made necessary by an automobile accident. Her hus- 
band was pastor of the First Baptist church of Norwich from March 
23, 1879, to November 8, 1882. He died February t6, 1903. 
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Deacon J. C. Hastings. 

Deacon J. C. Hastings was born in Suffield, Conn., Oct. 5, 1822, 
united with the First Baptist church of that town in 1844, and had been 
an honored member since that time. For thirty years he had been 
the senior deacon. 

Deacon Simeon Gallup. 

Deacon Gallup was born August 16, 1837, and died June 21, 1910. 
He was deacon of the First Baptist church of Groton for forty-five 
years, and for more than twenty-five years a successful superintendent 
of the Sunday school. 

C. S. Jewett. 

The North Lyme church mourns the loss of C. S. Jewett, who had 
been the church clerk for more than twenty-five years. He died Feb- 
ruary 18, 1910, aged 54 years.

Rev. J. G. Ward, as chairman of historical committee, pre- 
sented their report. 

REPORT OF HISTORICAL COMMITTEE. 

The Eirst Baptist Church in Leffingwell Town. 

Erom the history of Norwich youf committee finds that “The 
Separatists gathered a small church in that part of the town which 
was formerly called Norwich Plains, or familiarly, Leffingwell Town, 
now the southeastern part of Bozrah. This Separate meeting, as it 
was called, had but a brief existence, but out of the society thus col- 
lected, a small Baptist church was formed, chiefly through the instru- 
mentality of Elder Zadoc Darrow of Waterford.” Before there was 
a meetinghouse they had preaching in the open air and in private 
houses. As near as can be leaimed the meetinghouse was built as 
early as 1790, and was on the same plan with the old meetinghouse 
of the First Baptist Church of Waterford. At first they did not have 
the means to complete the house; some loose boards thrown on the 
ground formed the only floor, the benches were slabs with pegs stuck 
in them, the pulpit was an old box, and there was neither lath nor 
plaster in the house. As soon as they were able, they put in a floor 
and continued work on the house. 

December 21, 1788, Elder Zadoc Darrow, Deacon Lemuel Darrow 
and Jethro Beebe of Waterford met at the church by appointment and 
after prayer and praise read the articles of faith and principles of 
that church “to their satisfaction,” and eleven persons “entered into 
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covenant to maintain Christian travel and put themselves under the 
watch-care and protection of this church until there may be a sufficient 
number gathered and unite with them for being constituted a separate 
church by themselves, which thej^ wait with expectation of.” It was 
at this time accounted as a branch of the Waterford church. 

But it seems that during the following ten months God abundantly 
blessed their labors, apparently under the leadership of Peter Rogers, 
for September 9, 1789, five delegates from the Waterford church met 
by appointment and recognized the branch as a church, and also con- 
sidered the advisability of setting apart Brother Peter Rogers as. their 
pastor; whilst the brethren of this new church considered that he was 
worthy of having the charge and watch-care as an elder, upon hear- 
ing “the lead of his mind in the matter” “he was not able to give satis- 
faction to the whole council,” and so they voted “that the time for 
ordaining Brother Peter Rogers had not come.” 

Evidently Brother Rogers soon revealed his worth, for February 
I3 j 179O) the church at Waterford sent two delegates and the East 
Lyme church three to sit in council, and after an examination they 
concluded he was worthy to take charge as an elder, and they pro- 
ceeded to ordain him. 

According to the History of Norwich “This was the first Baptist 
church regularly organized, and Elder Rogers the first Baptist min- 
ister ordained within the bounds of the nine-mile-square.” (The 
town of Norwich.) 

The church was recognized by the Groton Conference in 1789, 
and appears on the minutes as “Elder Rogers Church of Bozrah.” 

Elder Rogers continued in the pastorate for about four years 
when he became the pastor of the church in Hampton. He was suc- 
ceeded by Elder Samuel West, who was ordained before 1799, but the 
date is not certain. Elder West remained with them till the close of 
1802, when the feeble health of Elder Zadoc Harrow made it necessary 
to furnish an assistant, and Elder West was chosen. Later he became 
the first pastor of the First Baptist church of New London. 

This society held together for twelve or thirteen years under 
the ministry of Elders Rogers and West; but after this they had 
no stated ministry, and began to languish, and finally expired. For 
quite a number of years the cause seemed to be lost, but in 1830 
and 1831 services were once more held in the old “ghost-like ruin,” 
quite a large number were converted and the present First Baptist 
church of Bozrah was organized in 1831, apparently in part from the 
members still living of the church organized in 1789, and in part 
from those recently converted. 

During the past year the Baptist church at Putnam has been 
enriched by the gift of $15,000, as provided in the will of Mrs. Ellen 
Browning; $1,000 to go towards the debt on the new meetinghouse, 
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and the rest to be permanently invested, the income to be used for 
maintaining the preaching of the Gospel in the Baptist church at 
Putnam. 

Voted, That the report be accepted. 

Rev. E. E. Gates presented the report of the enrollment 
committee.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BIBLE SCHOOLS. 

I lie Bible school fills an important place in our church life and 
occupies a field which should be carefull}- cultivated. For several 
good reasons it should be an evangelizing force. One reason is found 
in its opportunity. A very large proportion of the members added 
to the church last year came from the Bible schools. Fully 75 per 
cent, of the members of our churches accepted Christ as Saviour 
between the ages of 10 and 25 years. It is the period in life when 
impressions deep and lasting are made and child life is open to the 
Gospel. Jesus said, “Except ye be converted and become as little 
children, ye cannot enter the kingdom of heaven.” If a person must 
become as a child, why not endeavor to win him as a child? 

The Bible school, through its teachers and scholars, can and does 
reach many non-Christian homes. The teacher by virtue of his 
position holds a visiting relation with such homes. The scholar repeats 
at home many of the ideas, imparted and lessons taught in the Bible 
school. 

Another reason for the placing of emphasis on the Bible school 
lies in the fact of the obligation that rests upon it as, practically, the 
chief place of religious instruction for children. Less and less in the 
public school is the Bible used as a book of devotional and religious 
instruction. One great religious denomination expends lai'ge sums of 
money in building, equipping and conducting parochial schools. They 
practice as well as preach the importance of planting in the minds of 
their children the doctrines of their church. We depend upon the Bible 
school. 

The home, generally speaking, has ceased to be a center of religious 
instruction. Many Christian parents have passed over to the Bible- 
school teacher the privilege of instructing their children in Bible truths 
and leading them into the knowledge and love of God. If all Christian 
parents were awake to the obligation which rests upon them as parents, 
there remain a host of homes dependent upon the Bible school for the 
religious instruction of the children, for here is the onl}" place where 
the children come under Christian influences. 
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The public worship and the prayer meeting do not reach the 
children. There is a dearth of children at these services in the majority 
of churches. Parents, Christian and non-Christian, do send their 
children to Bible school. The Bible school has a large field of oppor- 
tunity and the churches ought to feel the full force of its obligation. 

The Bible school should be an educational force in the realm of 
the religious. Its enrollment should not be limited to the children. It 
ought to be the whole constituency of the church assembled to study 
the Bible. Parents should bring their children and by their example 
lead their young people into the Bible school. The leader is more 
effective than the mere commander. It is the method of the Master, 
“Follow Me,” “Go ye” is accompanied with “Lo, I am with you.” 

The Bible is its text-book and must ever remain as such. It should 
be in the hands of every scholar, for thus it has and will find its way 
into Bibleless homes. 

The best lesson helps should be secured and the most helpful 
methods adopted. 

The aim of the school is not only to make Christians, but intelligent 
Christians, — able to “give reason for the faith that is in them.” 

The church is not indifferent to the importance of the work of 
the Bible school. We quote from the report of the Bible-school com- 
mittee given at a recent meeting of the New Haven association: “No 
more striking evidence of the new attitude towards the school can be 
found than is offered by the influence of this attitude upon church 
architecture. Churches are being remodeled with the needs of the 
school in mind, or else new buildings exclusively for the Bible school 
are being erected.” * 

The Bible school may be equipped with members, methods, manage- 
ment and machinery in a workshop with all the modern, improvements, 
it must not leave out of its equipment the old-fashioned yet ever 
modern source of power for real, lasting, effective work — prayer. “The 
Lord’s ear is not heavy that he cannot hear; neither is his hand 
shortened that it cannot save.” One Bible school in our ranks has a 
Bible-school prayer meeting, which is held every Sunday preceding the 
evening service, a plan worthy of our imitation. 

The statistics from our Bible schools are discouraging, they should 
not foreshadow defeat. Let us return to our work in the spirit of the 
Psalmist when he wrote, “Why art thou cast down, O my soul? and 
why art thou disquieted in me? hope thou in God: for I shall yet 
praise him for the help of his countenance.” 

One of old said : “I will lift up mine eyes to the hills from whence 
cometh my help,” a good example to follow. The Master Teacher said: 
“Lift up your eyes, and look on the fields; for they are white already to 
liarvest." a good word to heed. '‘Pray ye therefore the Lord of the 
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harvest, that he will send forth labourers into his harvest,” is a good 
prayer to offer. Where will He find them ? They ought to be found 
in our Bible schools. 

Our response should be, “Lord, here are we, send us.” With our 
gifts, sent through the channels of the Northern Baptist Convention, and 
our own State Convention, we can help to garner the harvest and 
increase the amount of our benevolence. With ourselves in earnest, 
persistent, personal work among our own and among “the strangers 
that are within our gates” we can aid in bringing Connecticut to Christ 
and multiply the list of baptisms from our Bible schools. We com- 
mend to all a careful study of the printed reports of our Northern 
Baptist Convention commission on religious education. 

Connecticut Baptists have the honor of having in the list of their 
active Bible-school superintendents the name of the oldest superin- 
tendent, in years of continuous service, in the world, — a record, we feel 
justified in claiming, unequalled in the past and, probably, will never 
be surpassed in the future, a man who has ripened in Christian service, 
who long since passed the threescore years and ten, who by reason 
of strength has passed fourscore. That strength has been, since 
the days of his youth, devoted to the service of his Savior and Lord, 
Jesus Christ. He prays for the community in which he is a leading 
citizen; the Bible school of which he has been superintendent for sixty- 
four years; for the church in which he is a deacon and a constituent 
member; for the State Convention of which he is a helpful director; 
for the Northern Baptist Convention and the societies which compose 
it, which continues to receive from him material aid; for the coming 
of the Kingdom which since his childhood has held a warm place in his 
affection. 

He is a familiar figure in the councils of this Convention and is 
with us today. We refer to the honored superintendent of the Bible 
school of the Noank Baptist church. Deacon Robert Palmer. 

Your committee submit the following report : We collected statis- 
tics on enrollment, average attendance, baptisms and benevolence. Com- 
paring the returns with those of last year, we find a decrease in 
enrollment, 571; average attendance, 1,010; baptisms, 144; benevolence, 
$900.01. Nearl}^ one-half of the baptisms in the State during the year 
came from the Bil)le schools. 

Voted, That the report be accepted and printed. 

Rev. A. G. Lawson, D.D., presented the report of the 
committee on temperance. 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 

Dear Brethren ; — In the recent annual meeting of the State Liquor 
Dealers’ Association their president said : “Statistics prove that prohi- 
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bition and no-license are an utter and complete failure,” but he was 
careful not to give the “statistics.” From his elevated point of view 
what a splendid safeguard a few licensed saloons must be to the peace 
and good will of any communfty. Sisyphus had an easy task in con- 
trast with the liquor men of today, for the stone that comes back puts 
some of them out of business every time it rolls down. They fight 
from policy and expediency, destroying manhood to make money, but 
we, from principle and experience, having always inward content and 
often outward progress as we move toward the highest manhood. 

The no-license campaign has not gained much the past year in 
our State, for political complications are not favorable. The candi- 
dates who hustle for temperance just before election are scarcer than 
hen’s teeth, yet general interest is growing and we look for positive 
advances in 1911. Throughout the land there is much dissatisfaction 
with present conditions. To remove this unrest some of the States 
went ahead too fast, and not thoroughly preparing the way they have 
outrun the support of the people. There is a vast diflference between 
building on the rock of conviction and the sand of convenience; policy 
is not a safe foundation for a moral question and temperance, like 
ever}' great question, is a moral question. When a State votes for 
prohibition on grounds of political expediency it is sure to suffer from 
reaction, and when the retreat begins it will be asserted again that 
temperance has failed. Like the man who believed in ghosts, for he 
had seen so many of them, we believe in temperance for its oft 
announced failures, and love it for the enemies it has made. 

Signs of promisj brighten the skies. The railroads and other 
large corporations that have refused to employ men who drink, the 
labor leaders and organizations that have openly pronounced against 
the traffic, the newspapers that refuse to handle liquor advertising, are 
on the increase. The business men who see that this traffic is like 
Ishmael, against every man, and every man ought to be against it, are 
on the increase. It is a well assured fact that the higher the character of 
a man’s daily work the less the danger of his falling into crime, and the 
converse is also true, hence the lawbreaking which follows the opening 
of saloons and hence also the pirates who prey upon society always 
find a snug harbor in a groggery. 

We would most heartily commend every worker in this warfare. 
We welcome the noble army of the “Catholic Total Abstinence Union,” 
and cannot speak too highly of the personal and successful efforts of 
Bishop Nilan to enlist boys and girls in this cause. To have added 
15,000 children and young people to their ranks in one year is no small 
witness to the faithful service rendered. Their threefold pledge binds 
them to abstain from intoxicating liquors, to prevent as much as pos- 
sible intemperance in others, and to discourage the drinking customs of 
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society. We rejoice with the bishop and his co-workers, in their suc- 
cess and wish them Godspeed in their noble endeavor as we do also 
the Connecticut Temperance Union and the Women’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union. 

What of tomorrow? There ought to be a truer unity of co-opera- 
tion among all temperance workers in this State and in our country. 
We would recommend more thought to the enforcement of the laws 
and the frequent visitation of the proper officials if there seems to be 
any disposition to evade or to nullify the present statutes. 

We regard the county commissioners act as against the best inter- 
ests of our State, as directly playing into the hands of the liquor fra- 
ternity, and when joined with the nullifying of license revocations as 
an outrage upon sober citizenship. This legislation ought to be 
repealed in the interest of home rule if for no higher motive. 

We would remind voters that to preach and to pray for 364 days 
in the year “Thy kingdom come,” and then on the 365th day to vote 
for a drinking man or for a suppoiTer of the saloon interests is not 
safe in civics or consistent in religion. Remember ye who wield the 
little white baton of power, on election day, that it is better business 
to know your man and to move him before he goes to Hartford than 
to try to move him after he takes his seat under the dome of the 
capitol. 

We would make it more clear than ever that the chui'ches of 
Jesus Christ cannot compromise with, the devil’s recruiting officers and 
that the drink habit is in everlasting hostility to the beauty of holiness. 
We would recommend pastors to make a new study of the conditions 
about them with a view to the solving of some one of the many-sided 
problems presented in the open sale of “distilled damnation.” 

We would recommend that more care and time be given to the 
temperance lessons in the regular Bible-school courses, that more inter- 
est be' taken by our Young People’s organizations, and that in some 
form the Band of Hope idea be revived for the benefit of younger 
children and scholars. 

The liquor men are fighting as they never did before, using more 
money and more lies to the stickful of type than ever. Their so- 
called college in New York is more active than ever, their syndicate 
stuff with which many of the papers is fed was never more abundant. 
They are beginning to offer free books to public libraries in order to 
get into larger circulation their carefully prepared half-truths and mis- 
leading summaries of fact and figure, and they are putting more 
brains into their work. 

We must expect a hard:r light each year until the victory comes, 
for we will win. We plant temperance with Paul, between righteous- 
ness and judgment, with Peter we make it an added graci, and again, 
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with Paul, we receive it as a fruit of the Spirit, and have no fear as 
to the effect upon the personal life or the fruit of such personal lives 
in any given community. We will win for we follow the Captain who 
came to destroy the works of the devil and who now awaits the hour 
when His enemies shall be made the footstool of His feet. 

Voted, That it be accepted. 

Rev. G. B. Marston presented the report of the committee 
on resolutions. 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON RESOLUTIONS. 

Your committee on resolutions would respectfully submit the fol- 
lowing : 

I. Resolved, That the thanks of the Convention are due to the 
First Baptist church of Bridgeport for the cordiality of their welcome 
and their generous hospitality. 

H. Resolved, That we rejoice in the new and increasing interest 
in worldwide evangelism as typified in the Layman’s Missionary Move- 
ment, with their great meetings held in centers in our State last year, 
and we urge the hearty identification of all our Baptist laymen with 
this missionary agency. 

HI. Resolved, That we unreservedly express our confidence in, 
and pledge our loyalty to the officials and board of trustees of our 
Convention in all their aggressive plans and purposes. 

IV. Resolved, That in the making of the program for next year, 
even more time be given for freedom of discussion of reports of all 
committees, both standing and provisional. 

V. Resolved, That we favor the passage of a bill for the regulation 
of interstate traffic in intoxicating liquors and urge our senators and 
representatives in Congress to assist in procuring such a law. 

VI. Whereas, The promoters of Sunday baseball, moving pictures 
and open stores are persistent in their efforts to destroy the restful 
and sacred character of the day, therefore 

Resolved, That we protest against any change in the present law^ 
that will legalize Sunday sports, amusements and secular business. 

Resolved, That we appoint two pastors and two laymen to co- 
operate wdth similar committees appointed by the conventions of other 
religious bodies of the State, to advise relating to changes in the 
present law. 

VH. Resolved, That we recognize the call of the church to a 
social service, and its rightful claims upon us, and we urge the 
heartiest support of the special committee on social service as appointed 
by the Northern Baptist Convention. 

Voted, That the report be accepted. 
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Voted, That the chair appoint the committee required by 
the resolutions and proper time be given for it. 

Rev. A. H. Carpenter presented the report on new 
churches. 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON NEW CHURCHES. 

Your committee report that there has been organized one new 
church in the State during the past year, namely, the First Baptist 
church (colored) of Fairfield, Rev. J. E. Felton, pastor, which now 
seeks admission into the Convention.

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CHARTER. 


Passed May, 1820. 

Section i. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represent- 
atives in General Assembly convened. That Asahel Morse, Calet 
Moore, Joseph B. Gilbert, John Bolles, Hezekiah Huntington, Elisha 
Cushman, Noadiah Woodruff, David King, Jesse Savage, Pierpont 
Brockett, David Bolles, Isaac Dwinnell, Eli Ball, George Mitchell, David 
Turner, Jeremiah Brown, Asahel Otis, Jonathan Goodwin, Jr., Orra 
Martin, Asa Talmadge Chauncey Wheeler, Thomas Wheeler, Elijah 
Filley and their associates, be, and they are hereby formed into, con- 
stituted, and made a body politic and corporate, by the name of “ The 
Connecticut Baptist Education Society," and by that name they and 
their successors shall and may have perpetual succession, shall be capa- 
ble of suing and being sued, pleading and being impleaded, in all suits 
of whatever nature soever, may have a common seal, and the same alter 
or change at pleasure. And may also have, purchase, receive, hold, 
and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of 
which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. 

Sec. 2. The said Baptist Education Society may from time to time 
elect a president and such other officers and agents as they may find nec- 
essary or convenient ; may elect and receive additional members ; make 
by-laws respecting number, qualifications, and duties of their officers 
and members ; prescribe the mode of election and admission of members ; 
the time, place, and manner of holding their meetings; the number nec- 
essary to form a quorum ; and all other by-laws and regulations which 
said society may deem necessary for the government and due regulation 
of its concerns to promote and secure the essential objects of said Society, 
as expressed in their Constitution — not repugnant to the laws of this 
State or of the United States. 

Sec. 3. The first meeting of said Society shall be held at Hartford, 
on the first Wednesday of May, A. d. 1821. 

Sec. 4. This act of incorporation, and every part thereof, may be 
altered, amended, or repealed at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 
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CONSTITUTION. 


Article i. This Society shall be known by the name of “The 
Connecticut Baptist Education Society.” 

Art. 2. The object of this Society shall be to assist young men, 
who are called of God to preach the Gospel, in acquiring such mental 
discipline and culture as shall render them more useful in the kingdom 
of Christ. 

Art. 3. This Society shall consist of such persons as pay into the 
treasury one dollar or more annually ; also of delegates from churches 
and auxiliary societies, which shall be entitled to representation at the 
annual meeting as follows, viz.: Every church and auxiliary society 
contributing to the funds of the Society five dollars annually, shall be 
entitled to one delegate, and those contributing ten or more dollars, two 
delegates. The payment of fifteen dollars in advance shall constituu 
membership for life. 

Art. 4. The officers of this Society shall consist of a President, twc 
Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, a Treasurer, an Auditor, and five Trustees, 
to be chosen annually in any manner the Society may determine. 

Art. 5. The Society shall also elect by ballot, at its annual meet- 
ing, Trustees of the Connecticut Literary Institution, as provided by 
the amended charter, and actively foster and advance our educational 
interests in this state. 

Art. 6. The officers of this Society shall constitute an Executive 
Committee to manage the concerns of the Society during its recess, to 
control its funds and property, to examine and admit candidates to the 
benefits of the Society, and at every annual meeting of the Society, they 
shall make a faithful report of their doings the preceding year. 

Art. 7. The Secretary shall keep a record of the beneficiaries, and 
record the acts of the Society and of the Executive Committee, draw all 
orders on the Treasurer authorized by said committee, conduct the cor- 
respondence, give notice of meetings, and prepare the annual report of 
the Executive Committee to the Society. The Treasurer shall have 
charge of the current funds of the Society, and pay them out only to the 
order of the Secretary ; he shall also safely hold all bonds, notes, deeds, 
and other evidences of property belonging to the Society, giving ample 
security for these trusts. His accounts shall always be open to the in- 
spection of the Executive Committee and Auditor, and he shall make a 
detailed report of the same quarterly to said committee, and annually to 
the Society. The Auditor shall examine annually, or oftener, the ac- 
counts and securities of the Treasurer, and certify the same. 
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Art. 8. The Executive Committee shall, annually, at its first quar- 
terly meeting, appoint a Finance Committee of three of its own mem- 
bers, who shall negotiate and invest all legacies, bequests, and other 
permanent funds of ’the Society, unless otherwise provided by their 
donors, according to the laws of Connecticut concerning trust funds. 

Art. 9. The annual meeting of the Society for the election of offi- 
cers and transaction of other business shall be holden during the week 
and at the same place of each meeting of the Convention. Special meet- 
ings of the Society may be called by the President, at the request of five 
members of the Executive Committee. The business of the Society may 
be transacted at all regular meetings by a majority of the members 
present. 

Art. 10. Every person admitted to the benefits c f this Society must 
be a member of some regular Baptist church. He must produce a letter 
from said church, certifying his good standing, and its commendation of 
him as one called of God to the ministry. He must satisfy the Execu- 
tive Committee that he possesses gifts promising usefulness in the work ; 
and he shall, furthermore, be recommended to the patronage of the 
Society by at least three regularly ordained ministers of the Baptist 
denomination. 

Art. 1 1. No person shall be aided by this Society unless he shall 
certify his intention to take a full course of study preparatory, collegiate, 
and theological, unless, in the opinion of the Executive Committee, his 
age and circumstances do not admit of such a course ; and the institutions 
in which beneficiaries pursue their studies shall be subject to the ap- 
proval of the Executive Committee ; and, voluntarily failing to enter the 
ministry, or for sufficient cause being dropped from the list of beneficia- 
ries, he shall refund the money, with interest, he has received from the 
Society. 

Art. 12. The personal services of those who are appointed to man- 
age the concerns of the Society shall be in all respects gratuitous. 

Art. 13. No alteration shall be made in the foregoing Constitution 
except at an annual meeting of the Society-, by a two-thirds vote of the 
members present, written notice of the proposed change having been 
given and recorded one year previous to its adoption. 


N. B. — The amendment alluded to in Art. 5 is the amendment to 
the Charter of the Connecticut Literary Institution, approved July 9, 
1862, which reads: “That the Board of Trustees shall consist of not less 
than twenty-one (21), nor more than thirty-three (33), members, to be 
chosen for three (3) years, one-third of the number annually, by the 
Connecticut Baptist Education Society.” 
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NINETY-FIRST ANNUAL MEETING 

OF THE 

Connecticut Baptist Education Society 


Bridgeport, Conn., October 19, 1910. 

The ninety-first annual meeting of the Education Society 
was held in the First Baptist church, beginning at 9 a. m. Rev. 
G. W. Nicholson, the President, in the chair. 

After singing. Rev. A. E. Harris of Meriden read Psalm 
103 and led in prayer. 

President Nicholson expressed his regret that the Honor- 
ary President, Rev. G. M. Stone, D.D., could not meet with us, 
owing to a call to a distant city to visit a relative who is ill. He 
would omit the introductory address as his position as pastor 
of the entertaining church had already made it necessary for 
him to speak frequently. He announced the following com- 
mittees : 

On Nominations — Rev. E. W. Husted, Mr. C. P. Glad- 
ding and Rev. E. R. Hyde. 

On Enroliment — Rev. E. W. Potter, Rev. A. H. Carpenter 
and Mr. C. H. Brown. 

The report of the executive committee was read by the 
Secretary. It was accepted and ordered filed. 

Mr. W. V. Garner, the Treasurer, read his report, which 
was accepted and ordered printed in the minutes. 

Principal R. K. Bearce, A.M., of Connecticut Literary 
Institute at Suffield, spoke on the work of the school in sub- 
stance as follows: 

The attendance is good, better than we can accommodate until more 
rooms are finished in the middle building. We have been compelled 
to refuse fifteen or twenty boys whom we would have gladly received. 
We make it our aim to furnish the students with the best all-round 
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equipment. Some secondary schools are satisfied to prepare them for 
college; some aim for a mental equipment equal to college demands. 
A third class seeks to give them also a moral equipment sufficient to 
meet requirements in the greater freedom of life that college affords. 
We belong to this class and claim that we have not the purpose alone 
but have achieved a high measure of success. I have personally fol- 
lowed with interest about fifty of our students who have entered college, 
and we have yet to find a failure or a moral breakdown. We are in 
need of increased equipment to meet the demands. We should raise 
$40,000 to $50,000 to add to our invested funds. We face the problem 
of increased endowment or increased rates to the students. 

Rev. W. A. Smith, pastor of the Second church, Snffield, 
spoke in warmest terms of the school and of the character of 
the work done. He made an earnest appeal for the introduction 
of biblical teaching and religious instruction that the equipment 
may be Christian and educational in the best and byoadest 
sense. 

The committee on nominations reported the following 
officers for the ensuing year :

Auditor — H. H. White, Hartford. 

Trustees — Rev. T. E. Brown, D.D., New Britain; Princi- 
pal R. K. Bearce, A.M., Sufheld ; John W. Lamb, A.M., Box 
763, Hartford; Rev. F. Lent, Ph.D., New Haven, and Rev. 
H. J. White, D.D., Hartford. 

The enrollment committee reported through Rev. E. W. 
Potter, that $48 had beeu collected, of which $10 was general 
offering and $38 from the $i memberships. 

The annual address was delivered by Rev. Prof. John 
Henry Strong of Rochester Theological Seminary on “The 
Bible and the Intuitions.” It was listened to with profound 
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interest. To quote three or four sentences which represent the 
thought of the address : 

Modern biblical science, which is really only the application to- 
the Bible of those consistent and orderly methods of research which 
have been applied so universally and successfully elsewhere, has trans- 
muted itself too completely into our instinctive habits of thinking and 
working to be abandoned; and to depart from it would be too obvious 
an apostasy from the principles of the mind itself ever to find justifica- 
tion with those who believe that God’s revelation and the receiving 
mind of man are at bottom structurally one. 

The Bible is a book of life : not of language, literature, science, his- 
tory or philosophy, but of life: life, and in particular, life becoming re- 
ligious under the plan and by the power of God. 

So much for the book. Now for the theory of knowledge. And 
the nature of the book as life carries us straight to it. Why? Because 
organ and object are correlative in all knowledge. 

Ah, the day is coming, the day of the intuitions, and it will be a happy 
day. It has not yet come in biblical science, — not so long as men can be 
blind to the self-authenticating powers of the Book we love. The in- 
tuitions have never come to their own in a realm where, of all realms, 
steadied by scholarship and illuminated by the Spirit of God, they ought 
to reign. But they will. The day will come when spirituality will no 
longer spell ignorance, nor learning denial of the things of God ; when 
no man will touch John’s gospel who cannot say: “The Word was- 
manifested and we beheld his glory.” 

Words of gratitude for the address were spoken by Pas- 
tors Harris, Wright and Adams, and several offered prayer. 
A vote of appreciation was passed with a request that the 
address be published. Response was made that it would appear 
in the “Watchman.” (This was done under date of October 
27, 1910.)

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OF THE 
EDUCATION SOCIETY. 

Your executive committee would respectfully submit the following 
report : 

We began the year with eleven beneficiaries and the number has 
continued the same both as to number and personnel until the last 
board meeting, when two"' more applicants were received, making our

present number thirteen. Of these, four are in Suffield, one in the 
senior class. One completed his course in Suffield and has entered 
Chicago University. Three are in Yale University, two of them in 
the senior class. One is in Brown in the junior class and two have 
completed their course in Brown and have entered Newton Seminary. 
One is a student in Union University of Virginia and another com- 
pletes his course next June at Crozer. Good work has been done in 
their studies and several of them send most encouraging reports of 
Christian work during vacation. It is a noteworthy fact that our list of 
beneficiaries includes an increasing number of representatives of other 
nationalities. Of the last three applicants, one is a Hungarian, whose 
sincerity of Christian faith impressed us all. The other two are of that 
Swedish stock whose sturdy character is well known. Among these 
various peoples there has not always been the emphasis upon ■ equip- 
ment for service which we have felt the cause deserved. It is a hope- 
ful sign that the young men of their ministry are imbued with a deeper 
sense of responsibility to the work of the kingdom and showing greater 
wisdom in preparation to meet it. 

The mission of the education society is one of growing importance. 
The ever rising standards of education with the increasing demands of 
the curriculum give the student less opportunity than in former years 
for outside work, while the higher cost of living makes his expenses 
larger. For astudentto earn his own way and maintain a commendable 
standing in his class is practically impossible without injury to health. 
At the same time the financial outlook for his future in the ministry 
is no more attractive than formerly; in fact it demands in this age a 
greater sacrifice. Let the church, then, give them the encouragement 
of its aid. What we give is only 25 to 30 per cent, of their annual 
need, which is certainly not enough to destroy their independence. 

We are hearing most encouraging reports of the entering classes 
in our seminaries, both as to number and quality. We have heard 
much in the sensational press of the decrease in the number of minis- 
terial students in the last few years. Inquiry as to the actual facts in 
several of our leading seminaries proves that such report has been 
more apparent than real. For two or three years there was a slight 
decrease in a few of the northeastern schools, but no decrease in the 
country at large, and the tide is rising again where the ebb was noted. 
Dr. English writes from Newton that for the past three years the 
number entering has been increasing; that they have now the largest 
enrollment in years; that they have thirty new men this Fall. 

Prof. Strong of Rochester reports twenty-five new men and of 
their students in general that they are “mature, capable, and in many 
instances spiritually powerful.” Dr. Burnham replies that the entering 
class is about the usual size, fifteen; that last year was the only year 
of any marked decrease and that four new men had just entered the 
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middle class, bringing the number more nearly to the normal. Dr. 
Mullins for the Southern Baptist, says that last year they had 300, the 
year before 320, the largest in their history, and that the outlook for 
this year was about 300. 

Dr. Matthews of Chicago Divinity School answers that in 1908 they 
had a total of 397, of whom 207 were Baptist. In 1909 the total reached 
423, with something like the same proportion of our men. The entering 
class last year was 163. Dr. Matthews says: “Without a doubt the 
number of students in the Divinity School is increasing each year.” 
Dr. Vedder of the seminary at Crozer gives a definite opinion based 
on his own investigation, that hit is not true that less students have 
been entering the ministry. Comparing by decades, the ratio has 
increased faster than the population; that where there has been a fall- 
ing off -some years, other years have more than made up the difference.” 
In Crozer, the class of 1911 entered with 31; the class of 1912 with 35, 
and the entering class this year is 37. We estimate there are about 
750 men in the seminaries named, who are studying to recruit the 
ranks of our ministry alone. We have several other schools west and 
south and some of our men are studying in divinity scjiools of sister 
denominations. 

There seems, then, to be no occasion for fear that we shall lack 
leadership, but there is occasion to mourn that our New England 
churches are furnishing less than their fair quota of volunteers. There 
is a call for a deeper spiritual life. We must beware lest the call to 
consecration be lost in the loud-sounding calls of wealth and education. 
Let pastors present the claims of the ministry to their churches and 
especially to their j^oung people. Let them emphasize the strong appeal 
it makes in this age, stronger than ever before, to men of largeness of 
vision and of willingness to throw a man’s mind and a man’s energy 
into the solution of world problems. 

We would continue to commend the work done in Suffield’at the 
Connecticut Literary Institution. The leadership of Principal Bearce 
is deserving of highest praise. His personal influence over the students, 
his ideals of character, and his ability to realize those ideals, place 
him in the front rank of educators. The school has been compelled to 
increase its accommodations to meet the increased attendance. 

The Rev. R. Maplesden, the financial secretary, has done a great 
work, both in securing students and enlarging the funds. The institu- 
tion has a great claim upon us, not only on account of its honored 
history, but because it is still the place where most of our beneficiaries 
begin their course and where many of the children of our homes and 
churches begin their educational careers.

ANNUAL REPORT OF STATE VICE-PRESIDENT. 

Of the forty-nine States and Territories contributing to our 
Woman’s American Baptist Home Mission Society, Connecticut stands 
the eighth, the offering this last year reaching the amount of 
$4,422.37, as against $3,883.81 the previous year. The average giving 
pro rata has increased from .37-}- to .43 1-5. 

Three associations, Ashford, New Haven and New London, went 
beyond their apportionments. The Hartford and Stonington Union 
Associations both did far better tfian the year before. The only as- 
sociation showing a falling off is the Faiffield, which not only failed to 
meet its apportionment, but gave less than the previous year. This 
was owing partly, if not wholly to the fact that several circles were 
practically compelled by their pastors to put their offerings into , the 
church budget, thus making it impossible for them to report anything 
for our Woman’s work. As we now belong to the Northern Baptist 
Convention, and are included in the “Budget,” we trust that this state 
of affairs will not appear again. 

In the Ashford Association, with its seventeen churches, eight 
Circles met their apportionment. These Circles are, Danielson, Mans- 
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field First, Putnam, Statlord, Thompson, Warrenville, Willimantic 
and West Woodstock. This association still leads in proportionate 
giving, and nearly every Circle has increased its offering. The average 
giving per woman this year was .66 3-5; last year, .61 3-4. Mrs. Pres- 
ton of Willington still continues the beloved and efficient Director of 
this association. 

In the Fairfield Association four Circles met their apportionments. 
These were Bridgeport First, Rowayton, South Norwalk and Stepney. 
The average giving per woman was .33 1-6 as against .374- last year. 
Of the twenty-five churches in this association — aside from German, 
Swedish and colored churches, which have not as yet fallen into line 
with us — seven failed to respond in any way. The offerings in several 
Circles have increased in amount, and some churches that have been 
burdened with debt are just freeing themselves from that incumbrance 
and will do more for our society in the future. One new Circle has 
been formed. Mrs. Silliman of Norwalk, our Director for this 
association, carries all these Circles on her heart and is constantly 
planning to help them. 

There are thirty churches in the Hartford Association. Of these 
churches six are German, Swedish or colored. Nine Circles met 
their apportionment: Bloomfield, Bristol, Asylum Avenue, First, 
Memorial and South of Hartford, Plainville, Rockville and Torrington. 
Nine churches gave nothing. Average giving per woman this year, 
.40 1-2; last 3^ear, .34 i-3-[-. Miss Bessie Y. Fuller is the Director, and 
from her consecration and businesslike methods we expect good 
results in this association. 

The New Haven Association, with its many and large churches, 
thirty-seven in all, has done far better than ever before. Fifteen 
Circles met their apportionments : Ansonia, Branford, Deep River, 
Essex, Meriden First and Main Street, Montowese, New Haven 
Calvary, First, and Howard Avenue, Plantsville, Southington, Walling- 
ford, Waterbury Second, and Yalesville. Only three churches failed 
to send an offering, and these three have a total resident membership 
of only twenty-five. All others gave save the German, Swedish and 
colored churches, nine in all. The average giving was this year 
.48 4-5; last year, .44 1-2. The results of Mrs. Munro’s work as 
Director in this association tell their own story. 

The New London Association increased its gifts largely this 
year. Eight Circles out of its twenty-five churches met their appor- 
tionments : Bozrah, Lebanon, East Lyme, North Lyme, Montville, 
Huntington Street, New London, Norwich Central and Second Water- 
ford. Eight churches gave nothing, but most of these are small and 
all but three pastorless. All others sent their offering save the three 
colored churches. Average giving per woman, .44-I- ; last year, .33 1-3+. 
Under the wise and loving leadership of their Director, Mrs. Perkins 
of Norwich, the offerings have increased over one hundred and fifty 
dollars this year. 
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The Stonington Union Association is steadily gaining in every 
way. Eight Circles met their apportionments : Groton Heights, 
Mystic Union, Noank, North Stonington First and Third, Packerville, 
Moosup and Sterling. Only three churches failed to give. Average 
giving this year, .30 4-5 as against .24-I- last year. Mrs. Thompson of 
North Stonington is the efficient Director and is bringing up the 
work in this association to its former vigor. Several new Circles have 
been formed this year. 

To summarize: There are one hundred and twenty-seven churches, 
besides the colored, German and Swedish churches, in the State. One 
hundred and four of these churches have contributed this year to our 
Woman’s work as against ninety-seven last year. At least fifty Circles 
connected with these churches have met their apportionments in full, 
and five new Circles have been organized. The largest average giving 
per woman is in the Ashford Association, .66 3-5. The largest gain 
over last year is in the New London Association, $151.10. The banner 
Circle in the State for giving is the Calvary, New Haven, with an 
offering of $229.45. The Circles which went beyond the two cents a 
week limit were Mansfield First, Yalesville, Bozrah, Huntington 
Street, New London, Plainfield Union and Packerville. This last 
church really stands at the head in women’s giving for home missions 
in Connecticut; nine women gave sixteen dollars! 

Last year we adopted for our motto, “Every woman in each 
church in Connecticut a contributor to missions.” This has now by 
our Woman’s Home Mission Society been made the rule for all the 
churches in all the States. Every woman by virtue of her church 
membership is a member of the Missionary Society. We are all 
expected to give as the Lord has prospered us. 

Since the last meeting of the State Convention some fifty of the 
Circles in the State have been visited either through “Group Meetings,” 
which are rapidly becoming a feature of the State, or personalty. Your 
Vice-President has attended the most of these meetings, has written 
some six hundred letters, and given of her time and strength to the 
work in the State as far as has been possible. 

She also wishes at this time to extend to her Directors her most 
hearty thanks in appreciation of the excellent work done in their 
respective associations, thus holding up her hands, for without this 
help she feels that her work would have been of but little value. 

Let us in closing recall the helpful message of our beloved Mrs. 
Nuveen to her workers, “To fill their lives as full as God may show 
them how, and then the work will go forward.” May we all be faith- 
ful to this message and to our God.

REPORT OF SENIOR SECRETARY. 

The unit of measurement of the progress of our Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary work during the past year seems rather the irregular pace 
of the pedestrian than the swift glide of the aviator, since, although 
a net gain of two circles is noted, according to the reports of the 
associational secretaries no additions have been made to our number 
of contributing women or to our list of subscribers to the Helping 
Hand. In no instance, therefore, have we reached our apportionment, 
though the association secretaries have faithfully striven for success. 

The Work and Our Leaders. 

Ashford Association readily responds according to its ability to 
all suggestions of its untiring leader, Mrs. J. E. Burleson. In one 
church among the hills, reporting nineteen women, a live Mission 
Circle contributed twenty-eight dollars to the general work and ten 
to the Building Fund. Their Ada Chaplin Young Women’s Circle 
also sent ten dollars to the same treasury. If their example was fol- 
lowed by churches of larger membership no deficit would be reported 
at the close of the year. 

Fairfield Association rejoices in the continued supervision of Mrs. 
Goulden, and has made commendable advance during the year. 

flartford Association has experienced yet another change of Secre- 
taries, Miss Wright's continued illness necessitating her retirement 
from ’the position. Mrs. Clark of Bristol and Miss McKinley of Hart- 
ford kindly carried on the 3^ear’s work, which suffered but slight loss 
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Linder those conditions. Mrs. D. A. Hitchings has consented to serve 
as Acting Secretary. It is earnestly hoped she will accept a permanent 
appointment. 

Nezv Haven Association still enjoys the watchful oversight of 
Miss F. L. Twiss and loyally strives to attain the high standards con- 
tinually placed before its membership. To every appeal for the benefit 
of special objects prompt and generous response is made. 

The New London Association has greatly prospered the past year 
under the fostering care of its beloved Secretary, Mrs. Lester. Its 
apportionment was reached within a fraction, and renewed interest 
developed among the Circle membership. The gift of one hundred 
dollars from Miss Elizabeth Kimberly raised their receipts to a good 
figure. 

Likewise in Stonington Union Association, marked activity has 
been displayed, giving great satisfaction to the devoted leader. Miss 
Harriet Fish. The timely gift to the Home for Children of Mis- 
sionaries, from the Noank Circle of a large box of home-made jellies 
and preserves prepared under the direction of Mrs. Charles Palmer, 
its President, was warmly appreciated. 

Our unique three-fold State Conference organization has been 
well sustained during the year, five successful gatherings having been 
held under these auspices. The method of rotation of place of meeting 
is believed better to accommodate the Circle membership than would 
one or two gatherings always in the same locality. Each of these 
bodies has a fine corps of officers, but the Southeastern regrets the 
impending loss of its President, Mrs. U. T. Thayer, who has removed 
to Wallingford.

It is a bit cheering to be able to state that similar conditions 
existed throughout the sisterhood composing the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society of the East. The inevitable resulted, however, and 
a deficit was reported. Connecticut was asked to contribute towards 
this object $444.00 or 10 per cent, on the amount given last year. One- 
third or more of this sum has already been contributed by the South- 
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western Conference. The Hartford Conference has also made liberal 
donations. It remains for the Southeastern Conference to complete the 
work. 

Apportionment Figures. 

At the last meeting of the Northern Baptist Convention, following 
the example of kindred organizations, the Woman’s Baptist Foreign 
Missionary Society became affiliated therewith and adopted its financial 
system. Accordingly the State Secretaries and the Connecticut Appor- 
tionment Committee prepared and sent to each church the Foreign 
Mission apportionment, which includes an amount desired from the 
women of every church (whether or not there are Circles among 
them) for our especial branches of work. The entire amount is less 
than in former years and less than the apportionment made out b}' 
the Board at Boston for the general work. That amount was $6,425, 
which included $350 desired for the Building Fund. But the appor- 
tionment for the women of Connecticut which was finally determined 
upon and distributed among the churches is $5,096. An extra offering- 
will therefore be needed if the Building Fund is to receive any share. 
In churches having Women’s Circles and other organizations a division 
has been arranged by the Senior and Junior State and Associational 
Secretaries. In all churches it is expected that the offerings of the 
women will be applied first of all to the women’s apportionment, also 
that the entire membership shall strive together to reach the whole 
apportionment. This earnestly desired result can be accomplished by 
the cordial co-operation of the united body. 

Commencing then this effort to extend over the remaining five 
months of the fiscal year, our sole reliance will be upon Faith, Prayer 
and Generous Giving.

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THE TWENTY-EIGHTH ANNIVERSARY 

OF THE 

Conference of Baptist Ministers of Connecticut

The twenty-eighth annual meeting of the Connecticut Bap- 
tist Ministers’ Conference met in the First Baptist church of 
Bridgeport Monday, October 17, 1910, at 2.30 p. m. 

The meeting was called to order by the President of last 
year, Rev. J. Wilbur Richardson of Stamford. After the sing- 
ing of a hymn the Rev. A. C. Thompson, D.D., led in prayer. 
In the absence of the Secretary, Rev. C. F. Eldredge, Rev. 
E. W. Darrow was elected Secretary pro tern. 

The President then announced the names of those who 
were appointed to serve as a nominating committee ;

A motion was then made by Rev. T. Edwin Brown, D.D., 
of New Britain, that the essayists should be heard first, which 
was carried. 

The first essay was by Rev. H. B. Carpenter of South 
Norwalk; his subject, “The Loss of Faith.” After, outlining 
the characteristics of Christian faith, the essayist mentioned 
several causes of the present lack of a living faith — the lack 
of the use of faith in practical undertakings, the statement of 
the Gospel in technical terms rather than the terms of every-day 
language of the people. Faith is obscured by the discussion of 
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speculative theological questions and by the selfishness of 
Christians. 

The second essay was by Rev. Henry Clarke of Bristol ; 
subject, “God’s Heretic.” He contended that the declarer of 
new light is always branded a heretic and that many creeds 
which are now held to be orthodox were once branded as 
heterodox. 

The church' is treading new paths which call in some 
measure for a readjustment of the presentation of the Gospel. 
We should be most careful in our judgment of him who seems 
to be a heretic lest he be the messenger of God. 

Ours is the task of building creeds large enough to hold 
newly discovered truth. 

God’s heretic is the man who dares to declare what God 
has revealed to him. 

The two papers were discussed together by several of the 
brethren, among Avhom were Revs. Lawson, Buddington, Ash- 
worth and Genung. 

Dr. Pogson was granted opportunity to present the claims 
of the Baptist Ministers’ Home, and an offering was taken to 
aid in this work, amounting to $21.92.

The Convention meetings were brought to a happy close 
by the annual bancjuet of the Social Union at the Hotel Strat- 
field, 6.30 o’clock Wednesday evening, October 19. 

Some 250 persons, members and their guests, enjoyed 
the festivities presided over by Judge Edward K. Nichol- 
son of Bridgeport, who called for order at 7 - 30 - TVs prelimi- 
nary to introducing the speaker, he said : “This is the fortieth 
annual meeting of the Social Union, and we have now living- 
only two men, constituent members who were present at that 
first meeting in New Haven, at the chapel of the new Baptist 
church, corner of York and Chapel streets.” They are Major 
Edward V. Preston of Hartford and Mr. John Ives of 
Meriden ; today the Social Union has sent them greetings. 

There is one brother here present who has been sixty-five 
vears superintendent of a Sunday school, which is still in 
existence. He has been able during all these years to maintain 
himself and continue the Sunday school in active growth. We 
all unite in honoring Deacon Robert Palmer of Noank. 
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During- these forty 3'ears the Social Union has had a series 
of notable men and nothing seems more fitting than for Dr, 
Cortland Myers of Tremont Temple to add his name to the roll 
of those gone before as speakers at these banquets. 

Dr. Myers then addressed the Union on the question, 
“How to Save Our Churches.” 

At a Presb\Terian assembly a man sitting under the gallery said: 
“I want to know what you are going to do about these unemployed 
churches and vacant ministers.” A Methodist brother, who had the 
habit of clapping his hands and saying “Thank the Lord” when any- 
thing pleased him, one time heard a parson berating the churches, 
and, unable to stand it longer, shouted, “Thank the Lord, that’s a lie.” 

We see much in press and periodical against the churches, but, 
notwithstanding the marks and stigmas, they stand for more good 
things than we have ever yet discovered. It is wise to discover, to 
recognize their defects, and it is wise also to remedy them. 

We must save the churches if we are to save anything, but the 
trouble is in the method of saving them. We go to frantic ends to keep 
an audience, to save the machinery, unmindful of the great principle 
underlying all life and in the kingdom of God, the great principle 
enunciated by Jesus Christ — he that would save his life must lose it. 

Why did He constant^ drive home this principle: If any man 
wants to keep anything in the kingdom of God he must give it away? 

The valleys and the mountainsides are now glorious with a golden 
harvest, the riches of God’s bounty; how did it come about? Why 
last Spring the wise farmer took his best seed and against all advice 
he dared to bury it in the ground and let it die. 

This is in marked contrast to what we are usually doing. 

A church was about ready to die, its pulse was beating feebly, it 
had several meetings to die, but it couldn’t get up its last gasp. 

A woman said, “I’ll tell you before God that you can’t disband 
me”; a man said, “You have got to go through a legal process before 
you can die.” They found that they couldn’t die. “Now,” said one, 
“let us stop trying to save this church; put the principle of Jesus Christ 
in operation and try to save this community.” Today that church 
supports six missionaries in the foreign field. It is one of the largest 
churches in the Baptist denomination with the largest Sunday school on 
the planet. God saved the church in their saving the community. 

In too maii}^ of our country villages there are a half dozen ram- 
shackle little churches. If only we could combine our forces, as is being 
done in the business world today, we would be far more effective. I 
think if there were one-third less Baptist churches we could do far bet- 
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ter work. I see no reason why the man who can preach to i,ooo should 
) not preach to 3,000 people. If you went over to England you would 

see this being done in the churches. They are taking every city in 
England for God. I am just as imtch of a Baptist as Roger Williams 
ever was, but I would abandon old worn-out machinery, everywhere, 
for the advancement of Christ’s kingdom. Wherever there is a church 
today it stands in a very different situation from that in which it stood 
a half century ago. Let us be willing to lose ourselves in order to 
save. 

We have also gone on the wrong track by trying to save machinery 
and members. Remember the story of Gideon. I wonder if we would not 
tremble if God put us through the same process today. We want a good 
report to the associations and conventions. When the ministers choose 
to adopt God’s process for the churches and do pruning we will have 
fruit. I would rather have thirty good Baptists than three hundred 
good-for-nothing Baptists in my church. A church considered pros- 
perous was the center of Chapman’s meetings and had the best 
evangelist, but baptized not a single convert. A little Methodist mission 
near by took in one hundred and forty-seven members at the same 
V time. What was the trouble? There is not a line in the Bible to 

warrant belief that God will save the people through an unclean church. 
The Holy Ghost will not work through one unclean church. God can’t 
I trust a convert there. 

Until we dare to take Christ according to His divine plan we’ll 
never save the church. In the holy life of my Lord He lifted up His 
eyes and said, “Sanctify them through thy truth.” We shall never save 
the church by saving it. 

Then, too, there is so little interest in the farther parts of 
God’s kingdom. In New York city there are 3,330 religious and 
settlement institutions. There is one educational institution to each 
block from the Battery to Yonkers. 

We gave $300,000,000 for saving America and $9,000,000 for saving 
the heathen world. The 1,500 normal schools in heathen countries 
cost no more than is spent on two colleges in America. 

Last year $17,000,000 v/ere paid for licenses in New York State 
to damn men, the same amount paid by all the Christian world to 
save heathendom. Last Thanksgiving $14,000,000 for turkey gobblers, 
$17,000,000 for missions; $26,000,000 for kid gloves, $17,000,000 for mis- 
sions; $36,000,000 for chewing gum, $80,000,000 for millinery, $178,- 
000,000 for candy, $700,000,000 for jewelry, $750,000,000 for tobacco, 
$17,000,000 for missions — next, the whiskey barrel, $i,243>ooo,ooo for 
drink to damn men’s souls, $17,000,000 to save men for the kingdom 
♦of God! 

More is spent in one year for automobiles than in fifty years for 
missions. The Christian church will die on our hands if that is our 
process of saving it.

I say to you now, if I had my life to live over, I’d be in the heart 
of Africa, China, or India for Christ and His kingdom. 

A little boy on the Congo, working for $i.o 8 per year (9 cents a 
month), gave 75 cents into the collection for missions. When we are 
worthy to stand in the shadow of that little black boy then the king- 
doms of this world will become the kingdoms of God and His Christ ! 

We save ourselves, we save our churches, but according to the 
great principle, we lose them. 

One of the most prophetic movements is the Laymen’s Missionary 
Movement, never so needed as now. 

Let us go with Christ to the limit of sacrifice, learn this lesson 
and learn it quick — get the spirit of Him who cheerfully gave His 
richest gift. Himself. 

I read the crucifixion story every Saturday to get ready for the 
Sabbath, to know how to preach of sacrifice. There is one verse 
where I always stop, to think, and there is a tear on the page, “He 
saved others, himself he could not save.”

CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE I. NAME. 

The name of this society shall be “The State Organization of 
Baptist Young People of Connecticut.” 

ARTICLE II. OBJECT. 

The object of this organization shall be to encourage the Young 
People’s Societies in our Baptist churches in spirituality and Chris- 
tian service.: to assist them in the study of Baptist doctrine and 
history, and in systematic study of the Scriptures; and to enlist their 
services in our denominational missionary enterprises, both state and 
national. 

ARTICLE III. MEMBERSHIP. 

The membership shall consist of all the societies of Young People 
in the Baptist churches in this State of whatever name. 

Each society may be represented by the pastor and two dele- 
gates, with one additional delegate for each one hundred members or 
fraction thereof. 

ARTICLE IV. OFFICERS. 

The officers of this society shall consist of a President, two Vice- 
Presidents, a Secretary and a Treasurer, all of whom shall be elected 
by ballot. They shall perform the duties usually appertaining to their 
respective offices in similar organizations. 

There shall be a Board of Managers, consisting of two persons 
from each Association in the State, one-third of whom after the first 
election shall be chosen annually by ballot. At the first election they 
shall be chosen in classes of one, two and three years. These with 
the officers shall constitute a Board of Management for the trans- 
action of business between the sessions of this Society. 

ARTICLE v. MEETINGS. 

The annual meeting of this organization shall be held in connec- 
tion with the annual meeting of the Baptist State Convention. At 
the meeting the officers shall be elected and the reports of the officers 
read and approved. Other meetings may be arranged at the discre- 
tion of the Board of Managers. 

ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS. 

This Constitution may be altered or amended by a two-thirds 
vote of all the delegates present at any meeting, provided that 
notice of the amendment shall have been given at a previous regular 
meeting.
